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MR, CONKLING’S OBSTINACY

RULE OR RUIN STILL THE EX-SEN- 
ATOR’S POLICY. 
iis ADVOCATES EXPRESS HOPE AND DETER- 
MINE TO HOLD OUT—THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION FIRM IN OPPOSITION—TALK OF A 
COMPROMISE—MEETING OF ANTI-CONK- 
LING STALWARTS. 

ALBANY, June 21.—T wo conferences have 
been held here to-night, and after all informa- 
tion obtainable has been collected the only 
conclusion to be reached is that the Sena- 
torial fight is to be, indefinitely prolonged. 
Conkling came back, it is reported, feeling re- 
newed confidence. It is difficult to account for 
any contidence he may have felt in his ability 
to secure a re-election—he certainly cares 
about nothing else. He does not hesitate to 
tell his friends that he feels more deeply his 
present situation and prospects than anything 
in politics with which he has had any concern 
for 12 years. In spite of the increasing 
bitterness of public opinion against him, he is 
determined to force the Legislature to send 
him back, To individual members of the 
Legislature he has over and over again 
repeated the story of his controversy 
with the President, going into the 
minutest details, and picturing his 
wrongs in the most forcible language he could 
command, and still the men who-have heard 
the story have not all been convinced by it 
that they were bound to support him as a can- 
didate. Mr. Conkling has, no doubt, great 
hope that by relating this story he may, at all 
events, defeat theelection of another man if 
he cannot elect himself. 

To-night, through the diligence of the oblig- 
ing runners, 25 or 30 men were collected in one 
of the parlors of the Delavan House. After 
all who could be induced to attend were pres- 
ent, Mr. Conkling was brought in, and, Mr. 
Platt and other friends about him, he 
again went over his case. Taking it 
ap from the beginning, te related all his 
grievances, omitting not the slightest point 
that he could remember. Members who 


were present say there was nothing new 
in it. It is admitted that the story was 
interesting, but that no new _ reasons 
why he should be Senator were presented. 
Whether the report of the proceedings gath- 
ered from members can be relied upon or 
not, it should be said that he is report- 
ed as not having favored an adjourn- 
ment, although he did not oppose it. 
Mr. Conkling very bitterly complained 
of his treatment by the newspapers. After 
his speech was concluded and the Senator had 
withdrawn, the conference informally resolved 
as Senator Conkling considered the Adminis- 
tration men demoralized, Depew’s canddiacv 
ruined, and his supporters unable to agree upon 
men, they should stand by Conkling and Platt, 
and that the prospect was still good for 
eventual triumph, and sufficiently so to justify 
each Stalwart in sticking. It is said that 
some suggestion was made to the ef- 
fect that an adjournment should be made 
at an early date, but a large number 
was opposed, and the conclusion was reached 
that a Stalwart should be the proposer of a 
motion for final adjournment. The proceed- 
ings in this meeting were guarded very care- 
fully, every member being under a pledge of 
secrecy. 

At the same time that the Conkling confer- 
ence was in progress, the Administration men 
were holding their regular nightly meeting. 
The attendance was very large and the 
feeling among the members was excelJent. 
Several speeches were made, the speakers 
all urging the necessity of concentrating upon 
candidates, That there is no intention among 
them of abandoning the fight against 
Conkling may be judged from the fact 
that before the conference adjourned 45 
men stood up and, with upraised hands, 
resolved that they would stay here, if neces- 
sary, until Dec. 31, voting against Conkling 
and Platt and against adjournment, and en- 
deavoring, at the earliest opportunity, to elect 
two Republican Senators to succeed them. 

When the joint convention had adjourned 
to-day, and the oid, old speculations about the 
probable outcome of the fight were resumea 
in the hotels, it was plain that the Conkling 
men were pleased because no material advance 
had been made toward a solution of the 
Senatorial question. The Conkling men were 
not at all annoyed when rallied because of 
their alliance with the Democrats to prevent 
further balloting. That was not to be won- 
dered at, as the master here has set 
the example, and his followers are 
too subservient to doubt the expedien- 
cy of following. The Administration men 
have been commenting freely upon some re- 
cent editorial utterances of a Democratic 
paper published in this city. For sev- 
eral days in succession this paper has 
taken as its cue the very suggestions of 
Payn, Dennison, and other Conkiing spokes- 
men, and has devoted two or three columns 
each day to the very congenialjDemocratic task 
of blackening the reputation of the Legislature. 
This has been declared as part of Conkling’s 
pian to secure an adjournment. His fuglemen 
trumpet the story about et ali hours of the 
day and night, The writer of the articles re- 
ferred to, which rivalin style Conkling’s best 
attempts at vituperation, has access to Conk- 
ling’s room at any time, and, with a retentive 
memory to assist a ready flow of words, pours 
out upon the Legislature each day a torrent of 
abuse that would be hurtful if the channel 
were not Democratic and tbe original source 
of the stream were not suspected to be Conk- 
ling himself, 

\While there has been some pretense among 
Conkling’s friends of a desire to settle the 
Senatorial fight by compromise, one can find 
few Administration men who believe 
that Conkling has any intention of per- 
mitting this contest to be settled by 
any arrangement which will defeat him. The 
belief is stronger than ever that he will insist 
upon his own election or the ruin of the party. 
So indifferent have Republicans become 
to his acts and words that men 
who recently stood firmest among the 
Stalwarts declare that they believe the 
day has passed when Conkling can make or 
onmake the Republican Party, and that such 
threats, if he makes or intends them, are just 
as childish as his resignation. There 
was a third conference to-day which 
there was danger of overlooking. This was 
e gathering of half a dozen anti-Conkling 
Stalwarts, who came together in the room of 
Assemblyman Phillips, in the Delavan House, 
listened to a speech by Assemblyman L. 
Coe Young#and others, came to the 
conclusion that a Stalwart and a half-breed 
should be elected, and then adjourned without 
taving concluded upon what Stalwart or what 
haif-breed they would concentrate upon. It 
is probable that they will still go on voting to 
no purpose until men less whimsical about 
personal preferences have shown the way out 
of the contest. ;

TWO MORE BALLOTS TAKEN, 

A VOTE SHOWING TEE REPUBLICANS WHO 
PREVENT AN ELECTION—-THE RESULTS 
YESTERDAY. 

ALBAny, June 21.—When the Senatorial 
canvass was still young, and before any pre- 
tense of an attempt at concentration had been 
made, the Conkling men snapped their fingers 
at the scattered forces of their opponents, and 
said: ‘Go ahead, select your candidates, and 
see if you can get any haif-breeds, 10 or a 
dozen or 50 of them, to agree on any one of 
them withouta caucus. You can’t doit. A 
half-breed is a half-breed, and you can’t get 
bim to drop his man when there iseven the 
remotest chance of his winning.” ‘This taunt 
is heard again to-day. Itis not entirely, but 
oniy measurably, true, still it is measura- 
bly true, All the candidates who were 
in the field on Saturday were in the 


field to-day. Lapham’s vote was ad- 
vanced a little, and the arrangement 
of the scattering vote was thus changed. The 
vote of Conkling and Jacobs together was 83. 
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leaving only 69 Republican votes to be cast for 
any one candidate, Instead of being cast for 
one candidate these 69 votes were cast for five. 
The advice. of Mir. Wheeler, given by him in 
sincerity, is ageaced. He believed the vote 
should pushed up on two Administration 
men, that then overtures would be in order 
trom the minority, and it would be time 
enough to talk of voting for a Stalwart after 
Conkling had, in his imperial way, issued a 
ukaso permitting bis vassals to exercise such 
independence as they can summon after hay- 
ing so long borne the burden of servitude. 
hen the convention met at noon the at- 
tendance was found to be very large, only 
seven members being absent or disabled by 
eiring. The vote began on the long term. 
The Conkling men answered, as they*have an- 
swered for two weeks, with a dogged stub- 
bornness and dullness which has characterized 
all their voting. The Administration men 
were out on a fishing excursion, trying to see 
if they could not coax the Conkling men to 
break for Lapham. Mr. Baker dropped Cor- 
nell for Lapham, and so did Mr. Potter, while 
Mr. Boardman discarded Tremain and voted 
for Wheeler. The whole vote was 153, of 
which Wheeler received 38, Conkling 38, Lap- 
ham 25, Cornell 3, Folger 2, Crowley 1, Jacobs 
50, and Bradley 1. 

There was no election. The vote was taken 
on the long term, Senetor Forster came back 
from Cornell to Depew, Bemiss from Cor- 
nell to Wheeler. Evans, who had been voting 
for Platt, voted for ex-County Judge Wil- 
liam B. Bliss, of Oneida, and Mr. Sipp 
lett Depew for Cornell. The result of the vote 
was: Depew, 52; Platt, 27; Cornell, 11; Crow- 
ley, 6; Wheeler, 3; Folger, 1; Tremain, 1; 
Bliss, 1; Kernan, 51. 

Still no election. Senator Robertson 
thought it desirable to have another ballot. 
Just as he was about to call for it Mr. Potter, 
of Saratoga, offered a resolution, that when 
the joint assembly adjourn on Saturday it 
be to meet on Monday, June 27, in the Town 
Hall at Saratoga. Mr. Spinola immediately 
suggested that the resolution should say that 
Saratoga be declared for the time being 
the capital of the State. Senator Forster 
promptly raised the point of order that the 
resolution was not in order. The State 
Constitution fixed the place for holding such 
convention. The Constitution of the United 
States provided that the State should deter- 
mine the time, place, and manner under the 
law of Congress. Senator Madden said there 
was no use in carrying the question over. The 
convention proposed to elect two good Repub- 
licans this week, whether half-breeds or Stal- 
warts. Mr. Husted had another point of or- 
der—that the Legislature could not adjourn 
without @ concurrent resolution adopted in 
both houses. 

Mr. Potter here came‘in to say that he had 
offered his resolution in good faith. The mem- 
bers could live more cheaply in Saratoga than 
in Albany; he was at liberty to assure them of 
that fact, and they could have the Town Hall 
free of expense, With fire in nis eye, Mr. Al- 
vord, obtaining the floor, raised the point of 
order that a point of order was not debatable, 
and the presiding officer held that it was, very 
much to Mr. Alvord’s surprise and greatly to 
the amusement of the joint assembly. Mr. 
Spinola, who is bound to make his little speech 
every day, waited for Mr. Hoskins to tell Mr. Al- 
vord where he could find the authority for his 
ruling, and then calmly expressed the opinion 
that the ruling was very clear. He said 
he felt obliged to Mr. Madden for the as- 
surance that Senators were to be elected this 
week, and then rallied the Democrats for 
neglecting their duty so far as to allow Mr. 
Depew to come within 10 votes of an election, 
Then he was called to order by Sonator Pitts, 
who wanted to know what this all had to do 
with the Town Hallin Saratoga. The President 
held Mr. Spinola’s remarks to be irrelevant, 
and after another attempt on Mr. Spinole’s 
part to continue his speech, ruled the resolu- 
tion out of order. 

Mr. Sheridan, Democrat, now moved to ad- 
journ. Senator Robertson called for the yeas 
and nays on this motion, and they were or- 
dered. As the roll was called, Mr. Conkling’s 
friends, almost without exception, were found 
voting with the Democrats against taking an- 
other ballot and for adjournment. The Re-

Platt, 27; Cornell, 9; Crowley, 5; Wheel- 
er, 4: Folger, 1; Lapham,1; ‘remain, 1; 
Bliss, 1; Kernan, 51.

AGAIN DELAYING THE COMMITTEER’S WORK

AuBany, June 21.—In consequence of the 
absence of Mr. Bangs the Bradley investigat- 
ing committee’s session to-day was very brief.

GARFTELD’S LETTER TO GKANT. 

CuicaGco, June 21.—The Morning News 
of to-morrow vouches for the statement that 
one of the principal points made by President 
Garfield in the letter which he wrote 
to Gen. Grant, while the latter was in Mex- 
ico, was to the effect that »when he 
appointed Judge Robertson to the Collector- 
ship of the Port of New-York he supposed 
that the appointment would be perfectly satis- 
factory to Messrs Conkling, Platt, and Arthur. 
The News makes this statement on the word 
of a friend of Gen. Grant, to whom the latter 
read extracts from the letter in question. 


A LARGE STAR ROUTE SAVING. 


THE VINITA-LAS VEGAS ROUTE TO BE RE- 
DUCED FROM $64,539 To $12,025. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Postmaster- 
General has made a large reduction in the 
cost of one of the most notorious of the star 
ring routes—the route from Vinita, Indian 
Territory, to Las Vegas, New-Mexico. This 
route, which was 725 miles long, was original- 
ly let, under competition, to the Parker com- 
bination, for $6,330 per year, for a term 
of three years and nine months. 
Within nine months ,the annual pay 
was raised by ‘‘expedition” and ae 
crease in the number of trips to $150,691. 
This was the pay for 10 months, and it then 
became $129,178. Three months later, or about 
a year ago, it was reduced to $64,539, and the 
contractors will draw pay at this rate until 
July 1, 1881. The department has ordered 
that the allowance for expedition be taken 
off, and that service on 3 miles of the 
route be discontinued after that date. These 
and other minor changes will reduce the annu- 
al pay to $12,025. The department’s action 
was based entirely upon the reports of official 
inspectors, who have recently examined the 
route, and upon the statements of Postmasters 
on the line. This route is one which Brady en- 
deavored to defend before a Congressional 
comrnittee at the last investigation. 

Judge Cox, in the Criminal Court, in deliv- 
ering his charge to the Grand Jury to-day, 
made reference to the alleged star route 
eek pe saying that the jury’s attention 
would probably be called to the violation of 
the postal laws. The matter had not been 
brought before him in such a forim as to speak 
definitely in relation to it, or of the names of 
the persons alleged to have been involved.

urity of the Government service, and would 
oe maintained as far as possible by the law. 
But in considering them they must cast aside 
all bias or anything that would raise a pre- 
sumption of malice on their part. He then 
directed them to retire for consultation.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, June 21, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $395,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $214,432 55, and from Customs, $539,- 
051 232. 

The amount of-coupon 5 per cent. bonds re- 
ceived for continuance at 344 per cent. to date, 


exclusive of those presented at the London 
agency, is nearly $50,000,000, 


Sir Edward Thornton will sail for Europe on 
July 6, accompanied by his wife and daugh- 


ters. Mr. Edward Thornton, his son, will re- 
main here in his present position as Attaché to 
the British Legation. 


A rumor was current this afternoon that 
the resignation of Gen. Raum, Commissioner 


of Internal Revenue, had been requested. Sec- 
retary Windom said this evening that so far 
as he was aware there was no foundation for 
the report. 


Assistant Secretary Upton, of the Treasury 
Department, will to-morrow sail from New- 


York for London on the Cunard steamer 
Scythia. He goes on business connected with 
the continuance of the 5 per cent. bonds at the 
London agency, and will be absent about six 
weeks, 

Secretary Windom has determined to ap- 
point ex-Secretary of War Ramsey on the 
committee to investigate the charges preferred 
against Superintendent Dodge, of the San 
Francisco Mint. The other two members of 
the committee will probably be appointed 
from the Pacific coast. 

Secretary Windom will leave the city for 
Long Branch to-morrow morning to confer 
with President Garfield. During his absence 
Judge French will be Acting Secretary. ‘The 
duties of both Assistant Secretaries will also 
be transacted by assistant Secretary French, 


inasmuch as Assistant Secretary Upton leaves 
for Europe to-morrow. 


The Washington Monument to-day reached 
a height of 200 feet. About 30 feet have been 


added since last Spring, when work upon it 
was resumed. It is thought that from 30 to 40 
feet more will be added before work upon it 
will be suspended next Winter. When fin- 
ished the monument will be 550 feet high. 
The President of the association has received 
notice that a stone sent by the King of Siam 
and one sent by the State of Nebraska are on 
the way to be placed on the monument. 


Treasurer Gilfillan issued a circular to-day, 
in which notice is given that on and after July 
1 the charges for the transportation of worn 
and mutilated United States notes received by 
the Treasurer by express for redemption, in 
sums of $500 or multipies thereof, and of new 
United States notes returned therefor, will be 
paid by theGovernment. Onremittances not 
sentin the above amounts, or consisting in any 
part of notes fit for circulation,:or of other 
notes than United States notes, the entire 
charges at Government contract rates will be 
deducted.

A SKELETON FOUND IN A QUARRY 
IN GENESEE COUNTY. 

A RING WITH THE INITIALS ‘‘W. M.’’ AND 

A SCRAP OF PAPER IN AN OLD TOBAC- 


CO BOX WHICH SEEM TO PROVE THE 
BONES ARE THOSE OF THE AUTHOR OF 


THE ‘‘ ANTI-MASONIC REVELATIONS.”’ 

Batavia, N. Y., June 21.—This little 
town is filled with excitement to-day over the 
discovery of what are believed to be the re- 
mains of William Morgan, the man who be- 
trayed the secrets of the Freemasons in his 
book entitled ‘‘ Morgan's Illustrations of 
Masonry,’’? 55 years ago, and was abducted 
and made away with before his work was 
given to the public. The mystery surround- 
ing the fate of William Morgan has defied 
human ingenuity for over half a century, and 
now it seems destined to be unraveled at last, 
when most, if not all, the actors in the trage- 
dy, like its victim, are laid away in the grave. 
About 11 miles west of Batavia, in Genesee 
County, lies the town of Pembroke, and it is in 
this place that the bones were found. Some 
men were engaged in the removal of 
a quantity of dirt for the purpose of opening 
up a stone quarry, when they suddenly came 


upon the remains of a human skeleton about 
three rods from the centre of the highway. 
The locality is abuut two miles south of the 
Tonawanda Indian Reservation, and the men 
at first thought that they had chanced upon 
the bones of some Indian brave. But this idea 
was soon dispelled by the consideration that 
no trinkets were found with the skeleton, and 
such articles are always buried with the re- 
mains of a departed Indian. The bones had 
been covered with thick layers of rock 
and dirt, and it was quite evident that 
the persons who had _ deposited the 
body in its resting-place intended that 
it should be well concealed. A thorough 
search was begun to see if any clue to the 
identity of the dead man could be obtained. 
Carefully removing the bones from their posi- 
tion and placing them to one side, the work- 
men gathered up the dirt in their hands and 
sifted it through their fingers, After some 
time their efforts were rewarded by the 
finding by one of the party of a silver ring, 
which, upon being thoroughly examined, was 
found to bear the monogram ‘‘W. M.,’’ the 
initials of William Morgan, who disappeared 
so lpm toa a the 12th of September, 1826. 

The initials W. M., however, will fita great 
many names, so that the discovery of the 
ring, taken by itself, would not be considered 
of such great importance. But the search 
did not stop with the finding of the ring. It 
was continued diligently, and soon an object 
of much greater significance was discovered. 
This was asmall tin box, resembling a tobacco- 
box of the olden times, which was so thor- 
oughly eaten away by its long burial in the 
earth that it dropped to pieces as it was 
raised from its resting-place. In this box was 
found a manuscript, the writing of which was 
scarcely legible, although some of the 
words could be read by the unaided eye. 
The crumpled paper was taken to the office of 
Dr. Phillips, where it was placed under a 
microscope. Under the glass the words 
‘*Masons,” ‘ Liar,” ‘‘ Prison,’’ ‘‘ Kill,” and the 
full name ‘‘ Henry Brown” were plainly vis- 
ible. In order to realize the importance of this 
paper as a means of identifying the skeleton as 
that of William Morgan, it must be borne in 
mind that Morgan, as soon as he had announced 
his intention of publishing his Masonic rev- 
elations, was constantly threatened with im- 
prisonment, and with being killed if he per- 
sisted, that he was imprisoned for the 
crime of owing a small debt to a tavern- 
Keeper, and that he was abducted from 
the prison and taken to some _ place, 
as yet not positively discovered, where’ he was 
killed. The name of ‘‘ Henry Brown,”’ too, is 
most significant. At the time of Morgan’s 
disappearance Henry brown was alawyer in 
this town, and a prominent Mason. In 1829, 
three years after the tragedy, he published a 
book of 244 pages, entitled, ‘‘A Narrative of 
the anti-Masonick Excitement, in the Western 

art of the State of New-York, During the 
Years 1826-7-8, and a part of 1829. By 
Henry Brown, Esq., Counsellor at Law.” 
This book was printed in Batavia, by Adams 
& McCleary, and but very few copies of it are 
now in existence. Init Henry Brown gives a 
very correct account of the abduction of Mor- 
gan, and admits that it was_ probably 
done by Masons, who, in their zeal for their 
order, lacked discretion. He strives to show 
that although Morgan was abducted, there is 
no proof that he was murdered, and indulges 
in long arguments to show that the anti-Ma- 
sonic excitement created by the Morgan trage- 
dy was uncalled for, and the work of political 
demagogues. if it shall now appear that the 
body found is accompanied by a threatening 
letter signed by Brown, the inference will be 
irresistible that the remains are those of Wil- 
liam Morgan, and that Henry Brown, the 
great defender of the Masons of Batavia, was 
one of the murderers. This discovery bids 
fair to explode all other theories regarding the 
fate of Morgan. 

Morgan was anative of Virginia, and was 
born in Culpeper County in i775. Of his 
early history but little is known, except that 
he was a Captain in Gen. Jackson’s army, 
and fought and distinguished himself at the 
battle of’ New-Orieans. In 1819 he was mar- 
ried to Miss Lucinda Bendleton, of Richmond, 
and two years later he moved to Canada, where 
he engaged in businessas 2 brewer, near York, 
in the Upper Province. His brewery was de- 
stroyed by fire shortly after, when he re- 
moved to Rochester, in this State, where he 
worked at his trade asa mason. From here 
he went to Batavia, in Genesee County, where 
he remained until his abduction in 1526, after 
which he was never seen alive by any person 
except the men who captured him and spirited 
him away. He had taken the lower degrees of 
Masonry during his residence in the South, 
and in 1821 he was made a Royal Arch Ma- 
son in Le Roy, Genesee County. Early in 
the year 1826, Morgan conceived the idea of 
exposing the secrets of Freemasonry, and to 
carry his idea into execution, he formed a part- 
nership with Col. David C. Miller, the proprie- 
tor of a printing-office in Batavia. He was to 
furnish the manuscript and Miller was to do 
the pristine, Two other men, John Davids 
and Russell Dyer, were admitted to the part- 
nership. They were the capitalists of the con- 
cern, and the four men were to share the profits 
of the work equally. 

Assoon asthe plan was formed care was 
taken to announce the forthcoming volume to 
the world, and .the result was that some too 
fanatical Masons in and around Batavia set 
themselves to work to prevent the publication 
at all hazards. Had they paid no attention 
to the announcement, and allowed the work 
to proceed quietly, the probability is that the 
book when published would have fallen flat 
upon the market. But the scenes of violence 
which preceded it heralded it to the world as 
no other form of advertisement could pos- 
sibly have done, The Masons as a body 
have always protested that they were 
not responsible for the tragic event 
which followed the declaration of Morgan’ 
that he was about to betray the secrets of an 
order which he had sworn to preserve, but 
there is no doubt that the men who committed 
the deed were members of the order, and this 
the Masons have tacitly admitted. The object 
of these men was to prevent Morgan from 
completing, and Miller from publishing, the 
‘* Revelations,” and to accomplish this they 
planned, first, to separate Morgan from Miller, 
so that he could furnish no more manuscript, 
and, second, to gain possession of the manu- 
script in Miller’s possession and the sheets so 
far as printed. The first part of this plan 
was carried into execution by securing the 
arrest of Morgan. In May, 1826, he had bor- 
rowed of one Kingsley, a tavern-keeper of 
Canandaigua, a shirt and a cravat which 
he had neglected to return. Kingsley secured 
a warrant for his arrest, which was served on 
him on the llth of September, in Batavia. 
Morgan submitted quietly to the arrest, and 
voluntarily went with the officer to Canan- 
daigua. Here an examination was held, the 
charge of petit larceny which had been made 
against him was dismissed, and he was dis- 
charged. He was immediately arrested again, 
however, for a small debt due to Agron 
Ackley, another tavern-keeper, and, on confess- 
in jud ment, was committed to the Canan- 
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debt, when he was instantly released. On 
gaining the open air he found a carriage stand- 
ing at the door of the jail. Nicholas G. Chese- 
bro, Edward Sawyer, John Sheldon, and Law- 
son siezed him, and, though he struggied des- 
perately to escape, forced him into the carriage 
and drove rapidly away toward Rochester. 
It is certain that these men went no further 
than that city, and that Morgan was there 
turned over to other hands, although it has 
never been satisfactorily shown what became 
of him after reaching Rochester. The one 
thing certain is that he was never 
again seen by his friends. From Rochester 
he was taken to Fort Niagara and 
across the Canadian border, and here he dis- 
appeared forever from human sight. One 
Giddings, who claimed to have been his jailer 
during his incarceration at Fort Niagara, told 
aremarkable story of the occurrences which 
followed his arrival. His testimony was not 
admitted on the trial which followed of the 
four original abductors, because he was an 
atheist, but it was generally believed by the 
citizens of Batavia and the surrounding coun- 
try at the time Giddings said that Morgan ar- 
rived at his house ‘“ bound, hoodwinked, and 
under guard,’ on the night of the 13th 
of September. He arose, dressed himself, 
went down to the river, and assisted in rowing 
him and his captors across. They waited about 
two hours, expecting that the Masons in 
Canada would take him off their hands, but as 
they were not yet ready Morgan was taken 
back and confined in the magazine of the fort, 
Giddings keeping the key and supplying the 

risoner with focd while he remained there. 

e endeavored to secure the release of Morgan, 
and his captors quarreled with him on this 
account, so that on the 17th he went away, 
leaving the prisoner to their tender mercies. 
He returned on the 2ist and found that Mor- 
gan was gone. What became of him he could 
not tell, whether he had been drowned in the 
Niagara, or murdered in cold blood, and his 
body concealed in some secure place. 

Almost simultaneously with the abduction 
of Morgan, an attempt was made to burn the 
printing-office of Miller, and, this scheme fail- 
ing, an attempt to arrest him and thus secure 
the manuscript of the dreaded work followed, 
but this, too, miscarried, and the book was 
published, but its author never sawit. The 
disappearance of Morgan created the utmost 
excitement in Batavia, and throughout the 
State, which spread rapidly until the whole 
country was in a ferment, and the Masons, 
who were accused of the crime were attacked 
on all sides, from the platform and the press. 
An anti-Masonic crusade was begun which 
at one time threatened to overrun the whole 
country. In Batavia committees of the 
citizens were appointed to take steps to dis- 
cover the abductors of Morgan, and the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Where is Morgan?’ was on every 
tongue, DeWitt Clinton, who was then Gov- 
ernor of New-York, himself a prominent 
Mason, offered $1,000 reward for the appre- 
hension of the criminals, and an appeal was 
even made to the Legislature to appoint a 
committee to investigate the mystery. That 
body, however, declined to take any action, 
regarding the matter as beyond its legitimate 
sphere. The four men who took the initia- 
tive in the abduction, Lawson, Chesebro, 
Sawyer, and Sheldon, were discovered by the 
work of the committees, and indicted, 
tried, and convicted, but their sentences were 
very light, Lawson being imprisoned in the 
county jail for two years, Chesebro for one 
vear, Sheldon for three months. and Sawyer 
for one month. In October, 1827, the body of 
a man was foundat the mouth of Oak Gnibinn 
Creek, in Lako Ontario, aud taken to Batavia, 
where many persons, although it was badly 
decomposed,and bore scarcely any resemblance 
to a human body, came to the conclusion that 
it was the remains of Morgan, and it was 
buried as such. Shortly after the clothes were 
identified by a Mrs. Monroe as those of her 
husband, Timothy Monroe, who had been 
drowned at the mouth of the Niagara River. 
A Coroner’s jury then declared that it was not 
the body of William Morgan, but very many 
of the citizens of Batavia still believe that it 
was, and a movement was started last month 
to raise a monument to William Morgan in the 
cemetery in which the bones are buried.

MEETING OF THE WICKHAM ELEMENT OF 
THE STATE COMMITTEE. 

Ricumonp, Va., June 21.—Pursuant to a 
call of the Chairman, the Hon. John F. Lewis, 
18 of the 27 members of the Republican State 
Central Committee met here to-day, in accord- 
ance with a _ resolution passed by the 
committee in February last. which pro- 
vided that for the well-being of the 
Repubiican Party in Virginia no member of a 
Republican organization or committee could 
be at the same time a member of any 
other organization that did not acknowl- 
edge allegiance to the Republican Party 


and its principles. The Chairman, Mr. 
Lewis, who was recently nominated as the Re- 
adjuster candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, 
was declared no longer a member of the 
committee, and Gen. W. C. Wickham 
was elected to succeed him as Chairman. 
Mr.° Lewis did not attend the meeting, 
since after the call for to-day he sent out 
a notification of the change of the date 
of the meeting to June 28. The majority of 
the committee, however, which met to-day, 
and who represent the ‘‘straight-outs,” under 
the lead of Messrs. Wickham, Jorgensen, and 
Dezendorf, acted upon the first call of the 
Chairman, and transacted important busi- 
ness. They decided to hold a convention on 
Aug. 24, at Staunton, for the nomination of 
eandidates for State officers, and that 
only straight-out Republicans could vote for 
delegates or be eligible for election 
as delegates. The basis of representa- 
tion in the convention is one delegate 
for every 500 and fraction of 500 Republican 
votes polled for President in each city and 
county in 1880. In view of the confusion 
caused by two days being set, the committee 
resolved to adjourn to meet here June 28, 

The action of the Wickham element of the 
Republican State Central Committee to-day in 
assembling and transacting business in defiance 
of the postponement of the call issued by Mr. 
John F.. Lewis, the Chairman, is regarded as 
taking snap judgment on the other members of 
the committee. It seems to be under- 
stood that the object of Gen. Wick- 
ham’s friends in rushing through this matter 
was to prevent the Readjuster Revublicans 
from having time to send a delegation to 
Washington to represent their side of the po- 
sition of affairs in this State to the President. 
The fact that the meeting to-day was looked 
upon as somewhat informal is shown by the 
resolution offered by Mr. Dezendorf, in which 
he declared that out of abundance of cau- 
tion the committee would adjourn to-day 
to meet on June 28, the time for which the 
committee was called by its Chairman, Mr. 
Lewis. The Readjusters express their confi- 
dence in carrying the convention, should one 
meet, of which there seems to be no doubt 
now, although when the committee convenes 
on June 28 the Lewis people intend to have a 
full hearing as to the wisdom of the auction of 
their associates to-day.

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THE LIQUOR INTEREST IN POLITICS 


OHIO DEALERS ORGANIZING FOR THE PUR- 
POSE OF INFLUENCING THE ELECTION. 
CrnctnnaTi, June 21.—A meeting was 

held this afternoon of committeemen repre- 

senting the saloon-keepers, the liquor.dealers, 
and the brewers’ associations, for the purpose 
of agreeing upon a line of action dur- 
ing the coming State campaign. ,, Reso- 


lutions were presented pledging each 
of these 


associations to support for 
public office only such men as are under prom- 
ise to protect the liquor interest in all its legiti- 
mate branches. The resolutions are withheld 


from the public, but it is understood a license 
law is favored, provided full protection 
is guaranteed to all who abide by 
its provisions, The raising of a _ cor- 
ruption fund was also. provided for 
in the resolutions, the money to be used in de- 
feating candidates for office who are avowed 
enemies of the liquor trade, and influencing 
the Legislature to pass only such laws 
as are friendly to the interests of liquor 
men. The resolutions were unanimous- 
ly agreed to, so far as their spirit 
was concerned, but changes were sug- 
gested in the phraseology, and their final adop- 
tion was postponed unti Friday. The various 
liquor interests have been led to organize and 
prepare for an active part in the com- 
ing political campaign by the attitude 
of the temperance people. While rep- 
resentatives of the Murphyites at the 
Republican State Convention in Cleveland ex- 
pressed themselves as entirely satisfied with 
the liquor clause incorporated in the platform, 
some of the most ultra of the temperance peo- 
ple have denounced the action of the Republi- 
cans as evasive, and are threatening to vote for 
temperance men only, irrespective of party 
lines, Observing this, the liquor men have 
naturally looked about for means of com- 
bating them. It will be unfortunate for the 
temperance cause, as well as for the political 
parties, should large classes of voters divide on 
that line. It is thought, however, as the elec- 
tion draws nearer, the temperance question 
will drop out of sight, and very nearly a 
strictly party vote will be cast.

BURGLARS WHO GAINED NOTHING. 


UNSUCCESSFULLY TRYING TO BLOW OPEN 
THE NEWTON POST OFFICE SAFE. 

NewTon, N. J., June 21.—The Post Office in 
the Dennis Library Building was entered by burg- 
lars last night, who were heard working at the safe 
about 2 A. M. by Dr. Sutton, who sleeps on the 
floor above. At first the Doctor supposed the noise 
came from another room used as an Office by the 
Midland Engineer Corps, who work there late and 
early. He was soon aroused by a loud explosion, 
and immediately after by the report of a pistol in 
the street. Dogs commenced barking, another pis- 
tol-shot was fired, and the astonished Doctor raised 
his window and shouted tothe night-watch, who, 
hearing the racket, had gone for assistance. When 
the night-watch returned the burglars were 
gone, leaving their tools and lantern in the 


office. An examination revealed everything in- 
tact except the outer iron plating of 
the safe-door, in which a ragged hole about four 
inches in diameter was made by the charge of pow- 
der. The inner plates and lining of the safe had re- 
sisted the shock, and the bolts held the door to its 
place, with the contents of thesafe unharmed. Not 
a@ postage stamp or a loose penny even was taken. 
Not'a letter or parcel was disturbed or moved from 
its place in the office. Except the damage to the 
safe, there was nothing whatever touched or in- 
jured. Nor was there ag mages in the safe of much 
value, the ae of the office being kept else- 
where. Had the burelars forced an entrance, their 
gains would not have repaid their risk. 

The burglars were evidently strangers and pro- 
fessionals. They left a dark lantern, a sectional 
drill, several steel wedges, and parts of other in- 
struments used only by skilled burglars. A well- 
dressed stranger, carrying a sachel, arrived on the 
3:15 train yesterday afternoon, who went to a 
blacksmith’s shop andicalmly surveyed the interior, 
after which he went his way without saying any- 
thing to the blacksmith. Later the same man was 
seen passing the same shop. On the arrival of the 
train due at 8:30 in the evening two other well- 
dressed strangers, {with derby hats, alighted, but 
instead of going up town in the hotel hacks, they 
at once went into a lane which leads to a lumber- 
yard. These men were seen emerging from the 
opposite end of the lane, but finding themselves 
again in the same street, they shrank back into 
the darkness. An hour after the explosion at the 
Post Office three men corresponding to those above 
described were seen on the Andover road three 
miles south of Newton. Immediately after, they 
disappeared from the highway. At Andover a 
stranger, believed to be one of these, boarded the 
train, after purchasing a ticket for Stanhope. No 
such person was seen to leave the train at Stan- 
hope, and it is probable that all trace of the burg- 
lars has disappeared. The same safe a few years 
ago had its door blown completely off, and a 
small amount of money und stamps was then 
taken. The door was rebuilt, and on this occasion 
successfully withstood what must have been a 
powerful shock, as the explosion was heard in dis- 
tant parts of the town, and a heavy mass 
of smoke enveloped the office for some time 
after. The burglars effected their entrance 
to the office ty a_ side door, which had 
been forced open with a jimmy. Early in the 
morning crowds visited the office, among whom 
was the blacksmith who had the silent visitor the 
preceding afternoon. He at once identified a 
sledge hammer and pair of tongs as his property. 
On going to his shop he found it open, the lovk 
having been broken. He immediately recalled his 
strange Visitor, whose description corresponded to 
that of one of the men seen this morning going 
toward Andover, who carried a sachel. Warnings 
were promptly sent to neighboring towns to be on 
the lookout for men of suspicious character.

TRYING THE MURDERER CASH. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., June 21.—A_ special 
from Darlington to the News and Courier says: 
“The trial of E. B. C. Cash, who killed W. 
M. Shannon in a duel, was begun here to- 
day. The evidence for the State was the same 
as on the previous trial. The defense put forward 
Col. Shannon’s second, who testified that there had 
been no effort at compromise on his part. Col. 
Cash was placed on the stand, and said that he had 
wauted to fight Shannon to get revenge for an 
insult to his wife. Solicitor Dargan spoke 
for the State. Judge Cotteran then charged 
the jury that the crime of which the 
prisoner stood accused was murder, the 
essence of which was malice. The killing 
was admitted, and the jury must decide if there 
was a formal design to take the life of the de- 
ceased man. It had been argued that be- 
cause the law has been allowed to sleep 
it had no force. This was not so; the 
law had never been abrogated. It was alleged 
that this duel was fair: but self-defense 
was no plea where one had a_ purpose, 
The offense could not be condoned because 
Shannon participated in it. Killing in a duel was 
murder, and the penalty was death. After reading 
the testimony and again charging the jury as to its 
duty in the case, the Judge closed, and the jury 
withdrew. It will probably be out all night.”

* ALBANY, June 21.—In the Assembly to» 
day there was one hour’s business transacted, 
none of it being of any peculiar public value, 
and some of it doubtless destined in time to do 
a little harm. Of course, if the Senatorial 
dead-lock were to last until the close of the 
year, there would be legislation attempted 
every day. The members take a run home onca 
a week, and some official or political ‘* boss’ 
in the county is almost certain to be able ta 
find some subject in relation to which he would 
like to have the assistance of the Legislature, 
and he asks the Senator or the Assemblyman to 
help him ont in the matter.

so to speak, and their advocates are daily 
watching for a chance to puff the breath of 
life into them, when the members are either 
forgetful or good natured.

— menace to all these measures, but it 
is idling time and wasting public money to 
pass such bills. The Governor has averaged 
nearly two vetoes per day for several weelxs, 
and some of the waggish members of the 
House may be heard asking every day wnetber 
the Governor or the Legislature is ahead. This 
morning he sent in two vetoes, one of which 
refers to a bill making a minor street im- 
provement in Long Island City, and the 
other toa bill relating to certain county offi- 
cers. In this latter Message the Governor 
drops some suggestive and ‘necessary re- 
marks about the careless methods ol 
drawing bills. Mr. Chickering, from the 
Committee of Ways and Means, introduced, 
and the House, by unanimous consent, passed, 
a bill making an appropriation of $10,000 te 
meet the expenses of four committees not yei 
provided for. These are the standing com: 
mittees on Commerce and Navigation, 
on Charitable Institutions, and on Ca: 
nals, and the special committee engaged 
in investigating the bribery.charges. The bill 
includes, as a part of this disbursement, the 
fees of counsel to the last-named committee. 
There are three or four lawyers on that 
committee, and Mr. Waring, of Kings, 
took the ground that no  commit- 
tee of the House had the right to, 
and this committee had neither the authority 
nor the need for, the employment of counsel 
All the committee had to do was to inquire 
into and report back the facts as the 
evidence disclosed them. The bill intro 
duced by Col. Murphy, of New-York, 
known as tho ‘“anti-spy” bill, and de- 
signed to prevent informers and others 
connected with societies such as Mr. Anthony 
Comstock represents frhm testifying in courts 
against persons whom they charge with crime, 
was passed in the House without a word of 
comment or a dissenting vote. It came up on 
a motion to concur with amendments made a 
few days ago in the Senate, and they were 
concurred in by a tally list showing 95 yeas. 
The bill will now go to the Governor for 
final action. 

In the Senate, Mr. Forster offered a resolu- 
tion, which was declared out of order, that 
when the Senate adjourns to-day it be to meet 
at 10:30 A. M. to-morrow. <A resolution by 
Mr. Astor was adopted directing the Gov- 
ernor to make suitable arrangements tor 
a fitting reception of the descendants of 
Lafayette who are to visit this country 
the present Summer at the expense of the 
French Government, to participte in the cele- 
bration of the anniversay of the battle of 
Yorktown. The resolution authorizes the 
Governor to draw on the State Treasurer for 
the necessary moneys to carry out the object 
of the resolution and to invite such citizens as 
he may select to joinin the reception. Mr. 
Rockwell offered a joint resolution, which lies 
over under the rule, that when the Legislature 
adjourns on Saturday next it be to meet on 
the Monday following in the Town Hall of 
Saratoga. 

The Governor gave a hearing on the Kings- 
ley and Keeney Claim bill this evening whick 
lasted three hours. Judge Van Cott, B. F. 
Tracey,and W. W. Goodrich appeared in fa 
vor of the bill, and W. C. Dewitt, Senator 
Schroeder, and Assemblyman Waring against. 
The Governor gave no intimation of what his 
action would be.

BOURBON PLANS IN OHIO 


——_—_——— 
TALE ABOUT THE GOVERNORSHIP 
AND LEGISLATURE. 

SNE LEADING CANDIDATES FOR THE DEM- 
OCRATIC NOMINATION—MR. HURD AND 
HIS FREE TRADE HOBBY—A STRONG 
EFFORT TO BE MADE TO ELECT A 
LEGISLATURE THAT WILL GERRYMAN- 
DER THE STATE. 

Co.umBus, Ohio, June 21.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention will meet here on 
July 13. Until then speculation as to the de- 
tails of the Democratic plan is allthat can be 
had, but the general outlines have long 
since been foreshadowed. The party’s ex- 
pressed determination ifto make a good ticket, 
to claim everything at the start, to work up 
enthusiasm by sheer force of lung power, and 
to take full advantage of such dissatisfaction 
as has resulted from the action of the recent 
Republican State Convention. It is a fact 
that many of the party leaders are grounded 
in the belief that they will be able to carry 
the State in October. 

Considerable discussion has arsien as to the 
nominee for Governor. The Columbus coterie, 
who have subsisted within the party on the 
strength of ex-Senator Thurman’s name and 
position, were not at first content to seek new 
affiliations now that Mr. Thurman’s official 
life has ended, but have been building some- 
what on his return to politics. Mr. Thurman, 
with deeper insight into things, and with a 
greater personal interest in the matter than 
those who desire still to use him, has ordered 
no further use of his name in connection with 
the Governorship, ‘In a letter to his son, re- 
cently published, he ‘says, in effect, that his 
day and strength have gone by together, and 
thatso much of time as still remains to him 
shall be devoted tohigher things than the 


practical pursuit of politics. With all talk of 
Thurman therefore ended, kis personal adher- 
ents have turned their attention toward Cin- 
einnati, and inside Democratic rumors have 
it that the Hon. John F. Follett is to be the 
znan for whom their influence is to be cast. 

* Gen, Durbin Ward, who has been a regular 
candidate for many years, publishes a card 
declaring that his name must not be used. 
This makes no change, as Ward has stood lit- 
tle chance of anything at the hands of the 
State Democracy since he opposed the soft- 
money platform. A determined effort is be- 
ing made in Springfield to push the Hon. John 
Bookwalter, who hasa great deal of money, 
vrho is said to be willing to spend it, and who 
fis; very willing to take the place. Mr. William 
Armstrong, editor of the Cleveland lain 
Dealer, isan active, but quiet, worker for the 
nomination, and advices from Cleveland say 
that the delegation from Cuyahoga will come 
here insolid phalanx at his back. Mr. Arm- 
strong is a native of Seneca, Gov. Foster’s 
home county, and his friends say that he of 
ell men is the best fitted to save Democratic 
votes of the Tenth District from being 
east for Foster. Other candidates are 
mentioned, but with little confidence as 
to their selection, except in the case of ex-Con- 
gressman Frank H. Hurd, of Toledo, and the 
opposition to Mr. Hurd is deeper and more 
wide-spread than it could be against any one 
candidate in his mere personal right, while, on 
the other hand, the idea of which he is the ex- 
ponent will gain support for him in quarters 
which he personally could not command. 

My. Hurd was one of the men by whose in- 
fiuence the “tariff for revenue only” plank 
was placed in the Democratic national plat- 
form, and he was one of its ablest defenders in 
Ohio during the campaign. It is not, with 
him, a mere instrument in politics, for he is a 
thorough and consistent believer in free trade 
principles. Early last Winter he dug the 
‘tariff for revenue only” plank out of the 
the party ruins and set it again high 
in the sight of men. He enlisted all 
his energies in the advancement of 
this idea, and staked all his political 
future upon its success. He had a dream, 
which may not yet have faded, that a great 
third party could be built from the free trade 
element of the two older parties. Some prac- 
tical effort looking to this end was made last 
Winter, but for the time it came to naught. 
Perhaps Mr. Hurd was commissioned to place 
his theory on trialin Ohio, At any rate he is 
to be present at Columbus, and will insist that 
a free trade plank shall be placed in the plat- 
form. His support will be weil organized and 
earnest. The opposition will be fierce and de- 
termined. If Mr. Hurd succeeds in his point 
he will be the nominee of the convention, as the 
inost fit representative of the free trade idea. 
The chance now, in the opinion of many lead- 
ing Democrats, is that Mr. Hurd wiil not suc- 
teed in his effort. 

ln fact, it seems to be the opinion of Demo- 
crats every where that the less the platform is 
zaade to say the better it will be. A denuncia- 
tion of President Hayes’s veto of the Funding 
bill will, of course, be incorporated, and of 
course capital will be made of the star route 
jrauds and the recent Treasury disclosures, 
But the nominees will not be hampered by any 
tide issues, nor be compelled to defend them- 
selves against any questionable language in the 
platform. The Democratic intention this year 
is to secure the Legislature, and through that 
be able to apportion the Congressional repre- 
sentation of Ohio for the next 10 years. This 
point, therefore, is to be ‘the centre of the 
whole contest. The decennial apportionment 
of the State will be in the hands of the next 
Legislature, and the history of the past few 
years shows how important a bearing this has 
upon the political complexion of Congress. 

Tie Republicans made the last apportion- 
ment. ‘They had 14 or 15o0f the Congress- 
ren, As preliminery to the Tilden Presi- 
dential contest, word same from Washington 
that the situation must beso changed as to 
rive Ohio a Lemocratic representation in the 
lower house of Congress in order to meet any 
exigency that might arise. The Democratic 
Legislature, obedient to orders, ‘‘ gerryman- 
dered” the State intoa most grotesque geo- 
graphical condition, but in so doing gained 
half a dozenor more members of Congress. 
These gentlemen, thus forced upon the people, 
sbided in power just two years, for the next 
Legislature, being elected on this issue, was 
argely Republican, and repealed the. redis- 
tricting law and set the representation back 
to its former point. This gave Ohio her pres- 
ent representation in Congress. As the regu- 
ar apportionment comes during the next ses- 
sion, each side is anxious to secure possession 
in a legal way, and thus to force the other side 
to resort to a most unpopular measure if it 
would win back what has been lost. 

There is to be unusual interest in the coming 
Democratic convention. A great many of the 
party leaders realiy look for success this 
year. They say: ‘‘ Wecarried the State in ’73 
atter one Presidential election; we carried it 
fu °77 after another; and our chances now are 
better than they were then.” Inany case there 
will be a desperate fight, and if the Republi- 
eans win, it will be only by watchfulness and 
mard work,

In the past 50 years few men have been bet- 
ter known or more respected in Brooklyn than 
Benjamin W. Delamater, who died yesterday in the

LITIGATION OVER THE PROPERTY AT THE 


FOOT OF ROOSEVELT-STREET. 

The New-York and Brooklyn Ferry Com- 
pany obtained the lease of the ferry at the foot of 
Roosevelt-street, with buildings and other appur- 
tenances, in 1867. Four years later it was found that 
the land occupied by the company was needed for 
the New-York pier of the East River Bridge. 

After a long negotiation, an agreement was en- 
tered into between the bridge company, the ferry 
company, and the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund of the City, by which the City was to sell to 
the bridge company the land the latter required, 
and to give to the ferry company a new lease of 
wharf property and land under water, 100 feet 


further up the river. The new lease contained a 
covenant that at its expiration—Nov. 1, 1877—the 
City should pay for the buildings and ferry fixtures 
to be put upon the new premises, or to give the 
plaintiffs a renewed lease of the property. At the 
expiration of the term of the lease, the property 
having increased in value, the City refused to give 
a new lease except at a higher rental. The 
ferry company refused to pay a higher rental, 
and the City put the property up at auction. 
The persons most interested in the New-York 
and Brooklyn ee Company then organ- 
ized the New-York Ferry Company, and 
purchased the lease, paying more for it than the 
former company had paid. After the New-York 
Ferry Company had entered into possession of the 
ferry and its appurtenances, the New-York and 
Brooklyn Ferry Company called upon the City to 
= its covenant to purchase the ferry build- 
ngs, fixtures, &c. ‘The City refused, and the Ferry 
Company brought a suit in the Supreme Court to re- 
cover $100,000 damages. e trialof the ozse is 
going on before Juige Barrett and a_ jury. 
The principal witness examined thus far is 
the venerable George Law, whois interested as 
one of the plaintiffs. The defense of the City is 
that the New-York Ferry Company was organized 
to cover the purposes of the New-York ana Brook- 
lyn Ferry Company, and that the individuals of the 
latter corporation are the persons who hold the 
ferry lease under the style of the New-York Ferry 
Company, and enjoy the buildings, &c., for which 
they demand compensation from the City. Messrs.

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BUSINESS TROUBLES.

SEVERAL FAILURES IN VARIOUS 
OF BUSINESS. 

The failure of Joseph Byrne & Co., import- 
ers of metals, at No. 86 Beekman-street, will prob- 
ably not involve any other firm in that line, as the 
amounts owed to the trade in this City are compara- 
tively small, and the bulk of the indebtedness is due 
in England. Mr. James M. Lyddy, the Assignee, was 
at the house yesterday, busy, with his assistants, 
in the preparation of a statement of the assets and 
liabilities, which is an intricate matter on account 
of the nature of the business. He said the assets, 
as far as he had been able to learn, were $15,000 in 
tin plate and $40,000 outstanding. a large part of 


which was believed to be good. About three- 
fourths of the liabilities are in England, and there 
are some due in Philadelphia. They were on the 
paper of Cutter & Co., of Boston, for about $10,000, 
which had been discounted. The creditors are all 
kindly disposed, and the firm will, no doubt, be 
able to make a satisfactory settlement and resume. 

Samuel Buttle & Son, manufacturers of straw 
goods at No. 97 Spring-strcet, made an assignment 
yesterday to Charles C. Bearse, giving a preference 
to Mary W. Buttle for $2,000. The firm carried over 
a large stock from last Fall, and the trade this 
Spring is said to have been poor. The firm was 
formerly Buttle & Leeds, which failed in 1877 with 
liabilities of $110,000, which were compromised at 
35 cents on the dollar. The amount of the liabili- 
ties of the present firm is not definitely known, but 
is reported at $25,000. 

Henry A. Buning, grocer, corner of Third-street 
and Second-avenue, made an assignment yesterday 
to Frederick Pfluger, giving a preference for $500. 
He bought out Adolph Wintje Oct. 1, 1880, for $4,000, 
and he still owes $2,000 of the purchase money. The 
total liabilities are about $6,000, and assets $1,000. 
Information has been received in this City of the 
failure of Isaac Ellis, paper manufacturer of Nor- 
wood, Mass. His liabilities are $20,000, and he has 
nominal assets of $34,000, of which $30,000 is in real 
estate.

YESTERDAY'S SLAUGHTER OF 
PIGEONS AT CONEY ISLAND. 
MR. BERGH MAKES A MILD ATTEMPT AT IN- 
TERFERENCE, BUT BEING REFUSED AD- 
MITTANCE TO THE GROUNDS CONCLUDES 
TO DESIST—THE WINKERS IN THE FIRST 
CONTEST. 

The first contest of the twenty-third annual 
convention of the New-York State Association for 
the Protection of Fish and Game was opened at 
8:05 o’clock yesterday morning in the Brighton 
Beach Fair Grounds at Coney Island. A more 
beautiful day could not have been chosen. A 
brisk breeze blew all day long directly across the 
traps, tempering the bright rays of the sun toan 
enjoyable degree, and enlivening the birds 
in a manner to test the highest skill 
of the marksmen. Ten plunge traps had 
been set in a row upon the green a short distance 
inside the track, directly in frontiof the grand 
stand, and the shooters stood on plank platforms 
placed 21 yards nearer the track. They were, 
therefore, faced to the north, and had the greater 
part of the inclosure in front of them. In 
their rear were seats for the judges, 
time-keepers, and for those of the marks- 
men themselves who were not shooting. 
They were called forward in teams of 20 each and 
shot alternately in squads of 10 each. Nobody was 
allowed inside the track fence but members of the 
association and of the press, and the former when 
not engaged in shooting were kept back from the 


shooters and the officers 7 a temporary rope bar- 
rier guarded by special policemen. The weighing 
paddock to the east of the grand stand was occu- 
pied by the tents of the Phenix Club, of Seneca 
Falls, the Monroe County and Rochester Clubs, the 
Audubon Club, of Buffalo; the Spencer Club, 
of «yons; the Dean Richmond Club, of Batavia; 
the Onondaga Club, of Syracuse; the East Buffalo 
and Forrester Clubs, of Buffalo, and by an im- 
mense tepee of the Long Island Sportsmen’s Asso- 
ciation, where lunch, liquids, and cigars were dis- 
pensed with lavish hospitality all day long. Each 
of the other tents mentioned was also filled with 
good things, principally of the liquid sort, to 
partake of which all were made cordially welcome. 
Under a temporary shed to the west of the 
shooters were a pile of low crates containing sev- 
eral thousands of birds. Two gangs of attendants, 
uniformed,respectively in red and blue jockey caps, 
relieved each other in running from the crates tothe 
traps with pigeons at the end of every 10 shots. 
There were very few spectators in the grand 
stand, but the privelieged part of the grounds was 
filled with hearty-looking men who all called each 
other by their first names and seemed to be on the 
best of terms with all the world. A covered 
stand for the reporters which was made use of as 
a general repository for gun cases was erected on 
the last of the shooting platforms. The weighing 
box underneath the regular judges’ stand was con- 
verted into a booth for the sale of fixed ammuni- 
tion. Twomen and twelve boys, scattered at safe 
distances around the field, were employed to re- 
trieve and wring the necks of wounded birds, Two 
other men with guns were stationed outside the 
track for asimilar object, and these had the as- 
sistance of several score of pot-hunting men and 
boys, armed with all sorts of rusty fowling-pieces, 
who formed a cordon completely around the track. 
through which very few unwounded birds escaped, 

Mr. Bergh, accompanied by two of his ofiicers, 
made his appearance at the gate at 12:50 P. M. He 
purchased three entrance tickets, and got as far as 
the grand stand on his way into the reserved part of 
the grounds when he was recognized and stopped. 
Mr. Abel Crook, President of the association, was 
sent for, and he and the Secretary, Mr. 
Charles W. Wingert, were quickly on 
the spot. Mr. Bergh demanded permission 
to enter for the purpose of seeing to it that no 
cruelty was practiced on the birds. Mr. Crook 
answered that he could see very well from where 
he was—that the association would take care that 
there was nocruelty. Mr. Bergh retorted that there 
were wounded birds outside the grounds, and that 
there was nobodyto killthem. Mr. Crook said that 
the association had employed a sufficient number 
of men for that purpose, and that if Mr. Bergh did 
not think co he was at liberty to set his own men 
at work. Mr. Bergh said that he would do so if he 
had some guns to give them. Nir. Crook answerea 
that he could purchase guns in New-York as low as 
$7 apiece, adding that Mr. Bergh’s society was rich 
enough to pay forthem. Mr. Bergh thereupon de- 
nounced the tournament as a brutal exbibition, de- 
moralizing and unworthy of the age in which we 
live. He was interrupted by Mr. George Chappell, 
who told him that his remarks were insulting. Mr. 
Crook kept histemper. He said that that wasa 
matter involving such a radical difference of opin- 
ion that it was not worth while to argue it, and he 
reminded Mr. Bergh that having by circular and 
in the newspapers unwarrantably placed the associ- 
ation in the same category as dog fighters and prize 
fighters, he could not expect to receive much con- 
sideration from its members. Mr. Bergh remarked in 
response that he had no objection to men going into 
the field and there shooting birds, because they 
had an object which was to procure’ food for the 
table, but he did decidedly object to wanton de- 
struction of life in mere sport. Mr. Crook assured 
him that all the birds to be shot were contracted 
for by marketmen, and that he could purchasea 
mess if he so desired it on the morrow. Heasked 
him whether shooting was not a more merciful 
method of killing the birds than that practiced by 
market hunters of breaking their necks with a pair 
of pincers while still captive in the net. Mr. Bergh 
then changed his tactics and made an earnest ap- 
peal to Mr. Crook’s humanity to stop the sport. 
The law, he said, might be with the association 
now, but it would not be so for long, as it was 
against the moral sense of the community. Mr. 
Crook maintained that Mr. Bergh was}wrong in'de- 
claring the law to be immoral and claimed that the 
sense of the community would not sustain 
him. Mr. Bergh renewed his demand for 
admission to the grounds. Mr. Crook answered 
that if he would remove his badge and come in in 
the character of a gentleman he would be happy 
to show him around. This offer Mr. Bergh de- 
clined, whereupon Mr. Crook refused to admit 
him, saying that, being in’charge of the tournament, 
he could not consistently do anything which would 
cause any interference with it. Mr. Bergh there- 
upon withdrew to the grand stand, where he re- 
mained for an hour or more gazing upon 
the shooting through a pair of field 
glasses. Before he left he sent word to 
Mr. Crook that he intended to go to Albany at 
once and get a law passed prohibiting similar con- 
tests in future. The only other incident of the day 
outside of the regular programme was that a boy 
broke his arm by falling into a ditch while in eager 
pursuit of a wounded pigeon. It was set on the 
spot by one of the sporting physicians present, 

Yesterday’s contest was what is known as a class 
shoot at single birds, the entrance fee being $5. 
There were no less than 201 entries, 60 more than 
were ever before booked in a similar contest in 
this country. The tournament itself is the largest 
that ever took place in the world. There was first a 
sort of scoring shoot, in which each man fired at 
10 single birds, making 2,010 birds shot at in the 
aggregate. Of these, more than 1,500, or 75 per 
cent., were killed within bounds, circumscribed by 
a circle with a radius of 100 yards on every 
side of the shooter, and marked off by small col- 
ored flags. Many of the others fell dead outside 
of the boundary line, but were,’consequently, not 
eounted. Considering the strong wind, this argues 
a good degree of skill on the part of the marks- 
men. From the scores thus earned four classes of 
‘ties’? were made up—the first consisting of those 
who killed all their 10 birds, the second of those 
who killed 9, the third of those who killed 8, and 
the fourth of those who killed 7, and these only 
were permitted to compete for the prizes of the 
contest. The preliminary scoring occupied nearly 
the whole day, as frequently the shooting had 
to be suspended to enable the judges to decide 
challenges. Tnese occurred when the shooter lift- 
ed his gun above his elbow, previous tothe moment 
of pulling the trap, when there was a suspicion 
that his cartridges were overloaded or that the 
bird tell from fright or weakness, and not from 
being hit, and when the bird went down very 
close to the boundary lines. Only the first 
class of ties were, in consequence, shot off 
last evening. Twenty-six contestants qualified 
in this class. They were F._ Burritt, 
of the Long Island Sportsmen’s Association; Dr. 
Talbot, of the Fountain Gun Club, of Brooklyn: E. 
Taylor, of the Audubon Gun Club, of Buffalo; P. 
Drury, of the Onondaga Gun Club, of Syracuse; C. 
A. Zrungs, of the Livingston County Sportsmen's 
Association; E. O. Ehnig, of the Queen City Gun 
Club, of Buffalo; G. H. Creed, of the Garden City 
Gun Club, of Hempstead; B. W. West. of the Long 
Isiand Sportsmen's Association; H. McLaughlin, 
of the Coney Island Gun Club; P. Heinz, of the 
Audubon Gun Club, of Buffalo; J. P. Fish- 
er, of the same club; G. Smith, of the 
Forester Gun Club, of Buffalo; J. Langcake, of the 
Coney Island Gun Club; J. Pickering. of the Central 
Gun Club, of Troy; J. Beckwith, of the Monroe 
County Sportsmen’s Association; S. A. Amsden, of 
the same club; J. M. George, of the Audubon Gun 
Club, of Buffalo; H. Silsby, of the Seneca Falls 
Sportsmen’s Association; C. W. Brooks, of the 
Garden City Gun Club, of Hempstead; W. 
C. Jacus, of the Forester Gun Club, of 
Buffalo; W. R.  Selover, of the Nassau 
Gun Club, of Brooklyn; A. H. Sheridan, of the 
Phoenix Gun Club, of Seneca Falls; M. A. Stearns, 
of the Dansville Sportmen’s Association; G. Loder, 
of the Onondaga Gun Club, of Syracuse; R. P. 
Flower, of the Seifernon County Sportmen’s Asso- 
ciation, and H. F. Gale, of the Onondaga Gun Club, 
of Syracuse. They shot the first round at 26 yards 
rise, five birds each. All dropped out except Bur- 
ritt, Fisher, Langcake, Loder, and Gale, The shoot- 
ing stand was moved back to 31 yards, and amid 
the intensest excitement the contest continued 
in the fast-growing twilight. Burritt missed his 
first bird, Langcake his second, Loder his third, 
and Fisher his fourth. Gale killed his five straight, 
and;took the first prize, which wasa svit of fur- 
niture valued at $1,000. Second prize, $50 in 
money, went to _ Fisher after a further 
contest between him,  Langcake, and Lo- 
der. It was 8 o’clock before the final 
result was reached. Forty-two men have qualified 
for the second class of ties, 38 for the third class, 
and 39 for the fourth. Mr. H. McLaughlin, of the 
Coney Island Gua Club, entered a written protest 
against the decision of the judges in refusing him 
a dead bird when it clearly fell within the bounds, 
Up to that moment he had a clean score. 

Mr. Gale was on the point of losing his chances 
through a blunder of the officers. When the class 
came up to shoot off the tie his name was noton 
the list, having been omitted by inadvertence, and 
he was ordered away from the stand. He 
claimed his rights, and in company with 
one of the scorers, went back to the = office 
under the grand stand to have the matter 
fixed. In his absence Dr. Talbot insisted on the 
shoot proceeding, saying that if Gale was not pres- 
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a course, but the judges peremptorily ordered the 

shoot to fod on. Just then Mr. Gale reap 

with a decision in his favor, andthe ju Te- 

versed their order and allowed him to contest. 

The adjourned meeting of the State Sportsmen’s 
Convention was held in the east dining-room of 
Hotel Brighton in theevening, Mr, W.J. Babcoc 
the Treasurer of tne association, read his annu: 
report, which was accepted by the convention. 
The next business in order was the election of 
officers for the coming year. The following gentle- 
men were chosen: President—Sheldon T. Murray, 
of the Niagara Falls Shooting Club; First Vice-Presi- 
dent—Robert Robinson, of the Long Island Shooting 
Club; Second Vice-President—Capt, W. L. B. 
Steers. of the Coney Island Rod and Gun Club; 
Recording Secretary—John B. Sage, of the Buffalo 
Forester Club, and Corresponding ar appar f wk & 
J. Babcock, of the Monroe County Club, of Roch- 
ester. A vote of thanks was tendered to Mr. Abel 
Crook, the retiring President, and to the various 
committees of the present convention. A mo- 
tion was made to reduce the number of birds 
to be shot atin the coming matches to seven. but 
it was decidedto leave it to the juagment of the 
officers of the Long Isiand Association. The meet- 
ing then adjourned until Thursday night at 9 
o’clock, when they will discuss the game laws. 

The tent of the Monroe Count Sportsmen’s As- 
sociation and the Rochester Gun Club was de- 
stroyed by firelast evening through the careless- 
ness of the person in charge, and several valuable 
guns were destroyed. 
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NATIONAL TEMPERANCE MEETING 
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OPENING OF THE CONVENTION AT SARATOG 
—THE OFFICERS ELECTED. 

SARATOGA, June 21.—The National Temper- 
ance Convention met in the Methodist church here 
at 10 o’clock this morning. James Black, of Lan- 
caster, Penn., called the convention to order. 
After a prayer-meeting, Joshua L. Bailey, of Penn- 
sylvania, was elected temporary Chairman. Cqm- 
mittees on Credentials and Organization «ere 
appointed. While they were absent, the Rev. Dr. 
Homer Eaton, of Saratoga Springs, made an ad- 
dress welcoming the convention to Saratoga. He 
said it was a good coincidence for the success of 
this convention that the flag of our Union was first 
unfurled on the field of Saratoga and led our army 
on to victory, and that the joint temperance meet- 
ing was first organized in Saratoga County. Mother 
Stewart, of Ohio,the temperance crusader there, was 
appointed to respond for the convention. She 
spoke of the great work that had been done and 
was still going on.

ROBERT MARTIN AUCUSED OF MURDER. 

Coroner Dill, of Newark, held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon in the case of Mrs. Mary Jane 
Martin and her little daughter Nellie, who were 
murdered at their home in Nassau-street on 
Wednesday night last by Robert Martin, the wom- 
an’s husband. Charles Martin, the youngest son 
of the couple, testitied that when his father 
returned home on the night of the shoot- 
ing he began to _ scold his wife. Hot 
words passed between the two, and Martin finally 
picked up a chair and attempted to strike his wife 
with it. The witness then left the room, anda 
few minutes later heard several pistol shots. Ed- 
ward Martin, another son of the murdered woman, 
testified that his father frequently abused his 
mother, and on one occasion, afew mouths ago, 
threatened to shoot her. Several other witnesses 
were examined, but their testimony was unim- 
portant. The jury, after a half hour’s delibera- 
tion, rendered the following verdict: ‘We find 
that Sarah Martin and Nellie Martin came to their 
death from the effects of pistol-shot wounds re- 
ceived at the hands of Robert Martin, and we de- 
clare that the said Martin is guilty of murder.”’ 
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4 DECISION AGAINST RUFUS HATCH. 

Rufus Hatch sued the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, just as did Mr. Williams—whose 
defeat was recorded yesterday—in the Superior 
Court, to prevent that corporation from issuing 
stock representing $15,526,590 of its increasea capi- 
tal among its stockholders; but Mr. Hatch went 
further than Mr. Williams. He asked, that as the 


provision for the distribution of the shares among 
stockholders was an integral part of the agreement 
of Jan. 19, 1881, by which the property of the Ameri- 
can Union and Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph 
Companies was purchased by the Western Union, 
and that as that provision could not be carried out, 
the agreement should be declared void for the 
failure of one of its parts. Judge Truax, in Su- 
perior Court, Special Term, yesterday, rendered a 
decision against Mr. Hatch, holding that he had no 
standing in a court of equity. The findings sub- 
mitted by the defendants to Judge Truax have all 
been signed by him, and also an order for judgment 
in their favor, but his opinion has not yet been 
handed down. It will probably appear to-day. 
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COUNTERFEIT HALF-DOLLARS. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 21,—Mr, and Mrs, Id- 
ward P. Brannon, Thomas H. Burns, and Mrs. 
Theresa Robbins, who were arrested on Friday 
last charged with passing counterfeit fifty-cent 
pieces, were given 2 final hearing to-day before the 
United States Commissioner. The pieces are cley- 
erly executed, and cannot be easily detected unless 
compared with the genuine coin. Mrs, Robbins, 


who has been an actress for some years, and also, 
it is believed, connected with a gang of counter- 
feiters, had eluded the Police until last week, and 
her capture is regarded as important. The testi- 
mony showed that the Brannons and the boy Burns 
were not aware that the money which they passed 
was spurious, having received it from Mrs. Rob- 
bins. They were accordingly discharged, but Mrs. 
Robbins was held in $2,500 pail. She refused to 
say anything about the counterfeit money, and 
will not tell where it came from. 
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ARRESTED FOR ALLEGED LIBEL,

THE WITHDRAWAL OF BONDS BY 

NATIONAL BANKS. 
CONTROLLER KNOX MAKES OBJECTION TO 
ONE OF TREASURER GILFILLAN’S RUL- 
INGS—LAWFUL MONEY DECLARED TO 
BE AS GOOD AS UNITED STATES NOTES 

IN TREASURY TRANSACTIONS. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—The following was 


transmitted to the Controller of the Currency on 
May 23: 


Sm: No more withdrawals of bonds under sec- 
tion 4of tho act of June 20, 1874, will be allowed 
unless there has been previously a deposit of United 
States notes as required by said section. This will 
prevent the surrender of bonds which have be- 
come redeemable upon the understanding that the 
proceeds thereof, or some portion of them, shall be 
deposited under said section. Very respectfully,

On the ist inst, the Controller addressed Secre- 
tary Windom as follows: 


Srr: I have the honor to inclose herewith copies 
of letters of the Phoenix National Bank of Hart- 
ford, Conn., and the First National Bank of Fi‘nt, 
Mich., dated on the 23d May, 1881, and of the Na- 
tional Bank of Chester, 8. C., of May 20, 1881. 
By reference to the letter of the Phoenix National 
Bank it will be seen that that bank desired the 
withdrawal of its 5 per cent. bonds, held as se- 
curity for circulation, which had been called. Upon 
the payment of said bonds $225,000, or such amount 
as Was necessary, was to be deposited with the 
Treasurer, and the remainder transmitted to the 

“bank. The letters from the two other banks made 
a like request, and other similar letters are con- 
tinually being receivea from banks desiring to re- 
duce their capital and bonds or to withdraw called 
bonas and receive payment therefor. I aiso trans- 
mit herewith a copy of a letter of the Treas- 
urer of the United States of the 23d ult., 
from which it will be seen that he declined on that 
day to surrender called bonds or present the same 
for redemption, with the understanding that a 
portion of the proceeds should be retained suffi- 
cient for the redemption of the notes secured by 
the bonds withdrawn. The Treasurer reverses the 
previous practice of that office, and in effect de- 
clines to receive the lawful money, which is paid 
by the Government in redemption of its bonds, 
held by a bank desiring to reduce its circulation. 
He declines to receive gold coin, which is a 
legal tender, in payment of all debts, and insists 
upon a deposit of United States notes, which are 
but promises to pay coinon demand. 1 respect- 
fully dissent from the ruling of the Treasurer, and 
hold that the act properly construed authorizes the 
receipt of lawful money, which consists of goid and 
silver coin, which is a full legal tender, and United 
States notes, I, therefore, request that the papers 
herewith inclosed be transmitted to the Attorney- 
General for his construction of section 4 of the 
act of June 20, 1874. 

This section, as will be seen, provides, first, for 
the deposit of lawful money with the Treasurer of 
the United States, and the return of bonds held as 
security for national bank notes; and, secondly, 
for the redemption and destruction of the out- 
standing notes of the association at the Treasury 
of the United States, as now provided by law. 

The only method for the redemption of national 
bank notes at the Treasury of the United States 
provided by law previous to the passage of the act 
of June 20, 1874, was that prescribed in sections 
5,222, 6,224, and 5.229 of the Revised Statutes, to 
which you are referred. Section 5,226 provides 
that if any national banking association fails to re- 
deem in lawful money of the United States any of 
its circulating notes at the office of such associa- 
tion, or at its designated place of redemption, the 
holder may cause the same to be protested, and 
section 5,227 provides that if any national banking 
association has failed to redeem any of its circu- 
lating notes as specified in the preceding sec- 
tion, the Controlicr may appoint a_ special 
agent to ascertain if such association had failed to 
redeem its circulating notes in lawful money, and 
section 5,230 provides that if the Controller is satis- 
tied that any assoeiation has thus refused to pay its 
circulating notes he may dispose of its bonds at 
public auction, and section 5,234 authorizes him 
thereupon to appoint a Receiver. The penalty im- 
posed upon a national bank for the failure to re- 
deem its circulating notes in lawful money i: a for- 
feiture of its bonds and the subsequent appoint- 
ment of a Receiver, but the law nowhere auithor- 
izes the ControfMer to institute any proceedings 
whetever against any national bank which shall re- 

legal-tender 
notes. If the special agent authorized under sec- 
tion 5,227 should report that ihe bank had offered 
to pay its circulating noiesin gold coin, but refused 
to pay in legai-tender notes, the Controller would 
have no authority for declaring the bonds forfeited 
or for the appointment of a Keceiver. 

Section 4 of the act of June 20, 1874, if construed 
by itself, would seem to be inconsistent in its pro- 
visions on account of the use of the words “law- 
ful money” in the first clause of the section, and 
the words “ legal-tender notes” in the second 
clause. But these two clauses are entirely distinct 
in their purposes, the first clause conferring cer- 
tain power and authority on the national banks 
with respectto the withdrawal of their bonds, 
and the last clause instructing the Treasurer in 
regard to the redemption and destruction of the 
circulating notes of the banks whose bonds are 
withdrawn. That portion of the section which re- 
lates only to the redemption of the notes, after 
the withdrawal of the bonds, cannot rightfully 
modify or lessen the previous plain grant of power 
conferred upon the banks over such withdrawal. 
That power, in plain language, is that “upon the 
deposit of lawful money with the Treasurer of the 
United States” in specified sums any national bank 
shall be entitled to take up any excess beyond 
$50,000 of its bonds on deposit as security for its 
circulating notes. This power is absolute and com- 
plete. The concluding part of the section then au- 
thorizes the Treasurer to redeem the circulating 
notes of the withdrawing bank “to an amount 
equal to the legal-tender notes deposited.”’ If the 
Treasurer shall think it his duty to decline to re- 
deem any of such circulating notes, on the ground 
that he has not received any “legal-tender notes” 
in place of the bonds withdrawn, or proposed to 
be withdrawn, it is submitted that that is a matter 
which cannot concern the banks nor affect their 
plain right to withdraw their bonds upon comply- 
ing with the requirement of law, that they shall de- 
posit therefor ‘lawful money”’ with the Treasurer 
of the United States. 

The meaning of this clause of the section, if con- 
strued in connection with the sections already re- 
ferred to, (5,222, 5,223, 5,224, 5,226, 5,227, 5,229, 6,284, 
5,237, and 5,175,) is rendered clear, these sections 
having provided for the redemption of national 
bank notes at the ‘Treasury in the same money 
(viz., lawful money) which such associations are 
required by the first clause of section 4, act of 
June 20, 1874, to deposit for the purpose of taking 
up their bonds. The Secretary is also respectfully 
referred to the language of sections 7 and 8, act 
June 20, 1874, which expressly provides for the re- 
turn of bonds to national banks upona deposit of 
lawful money. I have the honor to be, very re- 
spectfully, JOHN JAY KNOX, Controller. 

The Attorney-General has rendered an opinion 
sustaining the views expressed in the letter of the 
Controller. Since that opinion was rendered the 
Secretary has requested from the Attorney-General 
his construction of section 3 of the act of June 20, 
1874, upon the point whether the national banks 
can deposit inthe redemptionfund gold and silver 
coin, as well as legal tender notes, and whether 
the Treasurer can redeem national bank notes in 
coin, the Treasurer holding that legal-tender notes 
only can be deposited by the banks, and the circu- 
lation of the banks redeemed at the Treasury only 
in such notes. The opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral upon this latter subject has not been received 


by the Secretary.

THE WESTERN GEOGRAPHICAL SURVEY—

tate, during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, the 
operations of the geographical survey of the terri- 
tory west of the one hundredth meridian, in charge 
of Capt. George M. Wheeler, Corps of Engineers, 
the Quartermaster’s Department will continue 
payment for rent of the premises now 
occupied by the Washington office, and 
for fuel and gas for the same, and 
for fuel for the observatory at Ogden, Utah Terri- 
tory; also furnish transportation for assistants 
and field instruments and all other property be- 
tween Washington and the observatory at Ogden 
and other storage points inthe field, and to all 
points necessary to be visited in connection with 
the preparation and publication of maps and 


reports, and the final disposition of all 
public property whatsoever, including the 
transportation of the same to all points 
of final disposition, and express charges 
upon the usual small amounts of public property 
which it may be impracticable to transport as 
freight. One Sergeant and one Corporal will be 
continued on duty to guard the observatory at 
Ogden and the y property there stored, and 
while so detailed will receive extra duty pay as 
mechanics.

THE SEIZURE OF THE BARK ACACIA. 
A HIGH-HANDED OUTRAGE ON THE PART OF 
A PETTY OFFICER OF YUCATAN. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Commander E. T. 
Woodward, of the Yantic, who, at the request of 
the State Department, was ordered to proceed to 
Progreso, Yucatan, and co-operate with the 
American Consul in securing the release of the 
American bark Acacia, alleged to be illegally held 
there, has forwarded from Key West his official re- 
port, in which hesays: ‘“‘The Yantic arrived at 
Progreso, Yucatan, June 7, and immediately com- 
municated with the United States Consul. It was 
found thatthe bark Acacia had been taken from 
Progreso to Campeche, and had been there de- 
livered up to the Captain and crew four or five 
days before our arrival at Progreso. The facts 


in the case, so far as I can judge, are: 
The bark Acacia stranded to the eastward 
of Progreso, near Santa Clara, under suspicious 
circumstances. and was abandoned by the Captain 
and crew, who returned to Progreso, after placing 
two natives on board. The Captain of the Port of 
Progreso raised a crew, got the bark off, and 
brought her to Progreso on or about the 2d of May. 
His first intention was to turn the vessel over to 
the agent of the underwriters, Then, evidently 
thinking he could make some money by it, he 
refused to turn her over at the demand of the 
United States Consul, although no claim for gal- 
vage had been made. The Captain of the Port kept 
charge of the vessel for seyeral days, refus- 
ing the Captain and crew access to. her, 
making no regular claim for salvage, 
but hinting that if he was paid $5,000 
he would give the vessel up. Payment being re- 
fused, he resorted to threats, and on or about the 
13th of May the Acacia disappeared from off Pro- 

reso, having, as the Captain of the Port said, 

roken adrift from her moorings. She was sighted 
once off shore under canvas and brought up to 
Campeche, where she was’ turned over 
to the port authorities of that piace, 
and by them, under an order of the 
District Judge of Yucatan, turned over to the mas- 
ter and crew, a bond being given by the master in 
regard to the question of salvage. As far as I 
know no actual arrests or confinement of the crew 
were made~—only threats. But they were not 
allowed access to the ship or to leave the coast. 
So faraslIcan judge, itisa piece of high-handed 
authority on the part of a petty official, not upheid 
by the general Government or the higher officials 
in his own Province, and was done with the idea 
of making money.”

Last Friday, when 
the petition of the Cornell crew to enter for the 
race for the Visitors’ Cup was under consideration, 
only six Stewards attended, of whom two voted in 
favor of the admission of the crew. Lord Camoys, 
recently elected President of the Henley Regatta. 
whose casting vote alone admitted the Cornell 
fourto the race for the Stewards’ Cup, voted 
against the admission of the crew for the race for 
the Visitors’ Cup.’”’ The Sportsman continues as 
follows: “lf rowing members have really held 
aloof, their conduct iseven more contemptible 
than that of the Stewards. The entire matter isa 
positive disgrace, and we are ashamed that English 
notions of fair play should be rendered Hable to 
such aspersions as Americans may very justifiably 
indulge in over the affair.” 

The correspondent of the Sporting Life at Hen- 
ley says: ‘The Cornell University crew went over 
the entire course on Monday afternoonin excel- 
lent form. Their boat, which, in consequence of 
its wind-gaug*. looks peculiar, traveled fast, the 
men being well together, and, though the wind 
was dead against them, there was a total absence 
of splashing.”

—Two articles in the July number of this 
periodical will be town talkin Boston fora 
fortnight, and many readers, beyond the con- 
fines of New-England, willrun through them 
with eagerness and unmixed enjoyment. They 
are on the Woman’s Deposit Bank, and one is 
by Gail Hamilton, the other by Henry A. 
Clapp. Both writers were concerned in the 
not altogether unamusing explosion last Fall, 
and fairly represent the two sides of the case, 
provided there be two sides. Miss Dodge 
writes with her customary incisive wit and 
hard-hitting at men, but adds very little, if 
anything at all, to sustain the Deposit Bank ag 
a legitimate institution, or the character of 
Mrs. Howe as a person of honest and 
unselfish motives. Evidently, however, it 
was not her purpose so much to do this, 
as toset right her own position—if not her 
judgment—in having intrusted money to the 
institution. Further, she aims to show that 
the history of the bank ‘‘ does not demonstrate 
the credulity of women, the immorality of 
women, or the educational or political inca- 
pacity of women,” but that it does set forth 
that men, so far as this bank is concerned, are 
untrustworthy reporters of facts, and either 
have not culture enough totell a straight story 
or conscience enough to tellatrueone. Mr. 
Clapp tells the history of the rise and sudden 
fall of ‘‘a miserable old rogue, who, beggared 
in reputation and poor as a church mouse, had 
opened a swindling savings bank,” whose only 
capital was “‘her own inventive umpudence 
and audacity,” and who “had no mora 
hold upon the Quakers than she had 
upon the Pope.”

THE INTERNATIONAL REVIEW. 

—The present number of this review is 
fot so strong as the last in what are usually 
termed popular articles; but in matter giving 
food for thought and facts of high suggestive- 
ness it is unquestionably stronger. Something 
in the table of contents at the start rather re- 
pels interest than invites it, but the reader will 
not get far into the apparently most ponder- 
ous production without finding his mind close- 
ty engaged by it. The first article is from 
Prof. H. von Holst, of Germany, and under 
the title, ‘The Army Question in Europe,” he 
maintains that American industrial competi- 


tion “‘ must ultimately lead to the overthrow of 
the present military system of the Continental 
owers of Europe” by making the burden too 
eavy to be borne. Moltke’s recent declaration 
that ‘‘eternal peace is a dream,” he stoutly con- 
futes with hardand unassailablefacts. Atpres- 
ent the standing armies of Continental Europe 
number a little more than1 per cent. of the 
whole population, while the Army in this 
country is only 1-20 per cent. of the popula- 
tion. Of emigration, he remarks that there is 
something of grim humor in the curious fact 
that the Old World, while it is being crowded 
to the wall by the New, must still go on, play- 
ing to it the part of rich man, in the education 
and training of the adults who emigrate— 
work which represents an outlay of over a 
million dollars for every day of the year, 
This outlay is all dead loss to Europe and clear 
gain to the United States. “ Eight Decades of 
a Century,” by Mr. Robert P. Porter, is a 
study of the new census, and some remark- 
able showings are made init, At the present 
rate of increase, he says, our pulation 
‘vill double itself in 26 years, while at their 
respective ratio of increase it will take 
England 72 years; Russia, 76; Scotland, 81; 
Sweden and Germany, each, 83; the Nether- 
lands, 86; Denmark, 93; Belgium, 95; Greece, 
112; Ireland, 113; Austria, 150; Italy, 160, 


ent populations. Anti-Chinese agitators in Cal- 
ifornia, who have declared that there were 
200,000 Chinese in that State, and 75,000 in San 
Francisco alone, will be surprised to learn that 
ouly 105,463 are set down for the whole United 
States, and that California, instead of having 
200,000, has only 75,625, and shows only a gain 
{n 10 years of 26,235. Eighty-three per cent. 
of the whole United States population live, we 
are told, north of a parallel line running just 
south of Nashville, and 92 per cent. live east of 
a north and south line passing through Kansas 
City. ‘* What Makes the Rate of Interest?’ is 
s paper by Mr. Edward Atkinson, and ‘* The 
Reform in Pronouncing Latin” is by Prof. A. 
G. Hopkins, of Hamilton College. Prof. Hop- 
kins is opposed to such reform, because it is 
not yet known how the language was spoken 
by the Romans. When that has been deter- 
mined, he thinks the time may have come for 
reform. His opinion further is that the en- 
thusiam for the proposed change some time 
since reached its highest point, and is now 
gather on the decline.

APPLETONS’ JOURNAL. 

—Mr. George E. Woodberry’s article in 
this number of Appletons’ Journal on * The 
Fortunes of Literature Under the American 
Republic” was originally prepared for the 
Fortnightly Review, although Mr. Woodberry 
ts an American. He revives the somewhat 
‘worn, and nowadays at least somewhat prof- 
itless, discussion of the so-called remoteness of 
our literature from the national life, and 
holds that ‘‘so complete a sundering of 
the changeless work of men’s __ spirits 
from the work of men’s hands’ has sel- 
fom been seen in the history of literature. 
Much stress is laid on our indebtedness to Eng- 
tand. If bumor be left out of the account, ‘‘it 
is broadly true,” he says, ‘“‘that whatever is 


characteristically American in our men of cul- 
‘ture as a class has been overborne, checked 

iblighted, deadened, by the mastering spirit of 
‘the English tradition’—in all of which there 
‘is a measure of truth, but not so great a meas- 
mre as to make our literature a conspicuous ex- 
ception among literatures on the score of in- 
mebtedness to forei influence. Spain stands 
glmost alone in Europe in the complete na- 
tionality of her representative works. With- 
out the aid of the classical storehouse of an- 
tiqui ty it is easy to see how the other nations 
‘would have fallen short of their present place, 
and surely as respects England, the indebted- 


ness to modern Italian poetry is not inconsid-* 


erable. Mr. Woodberry’s article abounds in 
puggestions, and is altogether interesting read- 
ing, but not afew readers will cordial y and 
frequently disagree with him.

stubborn maintenance of the system of large 
reservations must eventually result in the red 


man’s destruction. It is not only possible, 
but easy, he says, to introduce civilized habits 
and occupations among the Indians, if ouly 
the proper means are employed, His own ob- 
servation -has confirmed him in this belief, 
Mr. James Parton, in ‘*‘ The Power of Public 
Plunder,” along with a great deal of truth, 
paints, in rather strong and overcharged col- 


ors, after his familiar manner, the evils of 


resent politics in this country, His remedy 
isan aristocracy of talent and. high purposes, 
or, what he calls an ‘intellectual no- 
bility,’ meaning by noblemen men of public 
spirit, who have command of their time. 
Revolutions and far-reaching reforms have, 
he maintains, in all periods of time been pri- 
marily the work, not of the common people, 
but of noblemen, Mr, Henry Bergh contrib- 
utes a paper on “The Cost of Cruelty,” and 


Mr. Henry George one on ‘*The Common 
Sense of Taxation.”” ‘‘A Study of Tennyson”’ 
comes from Mr. Stoddard. Surprising work 
has been done in the opportuneness and inter- 
estingness of the North American’s contents 
since Mr. Rice took hold of it; but we fear 
a certain class of its readers would 
like to suggest a point or two. The 
foremost enterprises of the day and many of 
the leading topics of discussion find early and 
able treatment; but the department of pure 
literature ye to have been somewhat 
neglected. n the contents of the volume 
which closed with the June number there 
were, in all, 48 articles, and of these only 4 
were of the literary class, and only 1 of the 
4 pertained to a topic that could properly be 
called one of fon moment, However, a 
wise reader will be slow to quarrel agp 
so long as he gets so much of first-rate excel- 
lence, since it is really a question of method 
and plan rather than one of quality and genu- 
ineness.

THE ALDERMEN IN SESSION.

A PROTEST AGAINST TEARING DOWN THE 
HALL OF RECORDS. 

Alderman William Sauer introduced a reso- 
lution in the Board of Aldermen, yesterday, in 
relation to the tearing away of the Hall of Records 
in the City Hall Park and the taking of a portion 
of the park to make room for the approach to the 
East River suspension bridge. The preamble of 
the resolution declared that an attempt was now 
being made bythe bridge company to seize the 


property designated in the City Hall Park; that 
the company is now urging the Legislature to aid 
them in securing it. Everything should be done to 
prevent this spoliation, read the resolution, and 
the Common Council should protest in its most 
earnest manner against any act of the Legialature 
having for its purpose the surrender of any portion 
of the City Hall Park to the bridgecompany. That 
the rapid transit companies needed an outlet in 
the heart of the City was inferred in the resolu- 
tion, and the seizure of the property in the City 
Hall Park was a intended for the use 
of the railroad companies. The Legislature 
was called upon to defeat the bill presented by 
President Murphy, of the bridgecompany. Alder- 
man Sheils thought that the resolution ought to 
be laid over for one week, so that members might 
properly consider it. Alderman Sauer said that no 
time should be wasted, as there was no telling 
when the Legislature would adjourn. Alderman 
Sheils, in recurring to the past, said that it was 
doubtful whether the Legislature would at all heed 
the protest of the Common Councilin the matter. 
He seconded the resolution. Then Alderman Me- 
Clave said that it was as clear to him as ithad been 
to ex-President Morris, of the board, that the con- 
struction of the bridge would never accrue to the 
benefit of this City, but would redound entirely to 
the benefit of the people of Brooklyn. He hoped 
that the resolution would be adopted, and it was 
adopted without a negative vote. 

Alderman Henry C. Perley offered a resolution 
asking that the lease granted toa ferry company 
to run boats between the foot of West One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-second-street and Fort Lee, Bergen 
County, N. J., be canceled. The company, instead 
of carrying out the conditions of the lease, have 
run their boats between One Hundred and Thirty- 
second-street and a pier at Pleasant Valley. This 
pier was the scene of the accident of Sunday 
night. The matter was referred to tho Committee 
on Ferries and Franchises. 

A resolution was offered by Alderman Sauer, 
stating that the proprietors of hotels, stables, fac- 
tories, restaurants, &c., complain of the excessive 
and exorbitant prices charged for the ** Worthing- 
ton water meter,’ which pattern of water meter 
the Department of Public Works requires them to 
place in their premises, and that inquiry should be 
made by what authority this company monopolizes 
the right to place these meters in buildings; what 
number of meters are in use since the Ist of June, 
1881, their different sizes, and the price charged for 
them: what number of meters are placed in the 
Department of Public Works and what number are 
placed in the meter company’s buildings; if the

THE STRIKES. 


RIDICULOUS BUT UNSUCCESSFUL DEMANDS OF 
THE STRIKING BREWERS—JOHN ROACH’S 
MEN. 

The conference committees of the Brewers’ 
Association and the Union Saloon-keepers’ Asso- 
ciation met yesterday afternoon in the Steuben 
House, and remained nearly four hours in secret 
session. Tho brewers’ committee consisted of 
Messrs. Liebman, Clausen, Katzenberg, Ehret, 
Herrmann, and Scharrmann, and on the saloon- 
keepers’ committee were Messrs. Rosenkranz, 
Kuhm, Gutschow, Pohl, and Kloppmann. The 


brewers read the demands which the union 
strikers had presented them, and declared that 
they would never accede to several of them. 
Among these was a demand that the foremen of 
the breweries shonld be discharged, and another 
demand was that no man should be employed in 
Mr. Gluck’s brewery on the recommendation of 
the retail dealers. Mr. Katzenberg said that had 
the workmen merely confined themselves to 
asking for a reduction of the hours of 
labor, the brewers would surely at once 
have compiied with their wishes, but they would 
not be dictated to by any unions or any other out- 
siders as to how they were to manage their own 
affairs. The saloon-keepers’ committee admitted 
that these demands were exorbitant, ana asked 
the brewers’ committee what they were will- 
ing to do for the locked-out workmen, and to put 
an end to the difficulty. The latter agreed to rec- 
ommend to the Brewers’ Association, which meets 
this morning, to recognize the existence of the 
union, and to limit the hours of labor in the brew- 
eries to 12, and not to do more work than was ab- 
solutely necessary on Sundays. The committee 
further ee to recommend the brewers to 
take back as many of the locked-out men as they 
shall happen to be in need of.

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GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

Peter Canfield, the driver of an ice-cart, was 
placed on trial for murder in the second degree 
before Recorder Smyth in the General Sessions 
Court yesterday. Assistant District Attorney 
Beecher claimed that on the night of Jan. 19 Can-' 
field, who lived with his wife in apartmentsin the 
rear of No. 82 King-street, was sick, and drank 
pretty freely. His wife went to sleep at her sister's 
house toavoid a quarrel, leaving Ann Cunning- 
ham, a frequent visitor, lying drunk on the floor, 
Next morning Canfield awoke his wife, inform- 
ing her that Ann had burned herself, and 
on returning to her home Mrs. Canfield found the 
unfortunate woman lying on the bed, suffering 
from terrible burns. After some delay a physician 
Was summoned, and the Police were informed of 
what had taken piece. The woman Cunningham 
was removed to the New-York Hospital, and when 
Canfield was brought before her she saidhe was 
the man who had set fire to her clothing with 4 
match. She died about 10 days after her admis- 
sion, and on her statement anindictment for murs 
der was found against Canfield. The defense 
claimed that deceased had drank a ie of 
whisky and laid down to sleep close beside a red- 
hot stove, which had set fire to her clothing. The 
jury found Canfield guilty of the minor offense of 
manslaughter in the fourth 4 , and Recorder 
Smyth sentenced him to the — penalty under

‘ There were two ballots for United States 
Senators at Albany yesterday, and the only 
novel feature discernible in them was the 
running up of the vote for LaPHAM as a 
candidate for the short term to 25. There 
was the usual frittering away of the 
strength of the Administration Republi- 
cans on half a dozen candidates, 
and the usual stolid obedience to orders 
on the part of the Conkling men. In a fair- 
ty attended convention, the votes given to 
ConkKLING exceed those given to PLatt by 
5 or 6. In addition to these semi-inde- 
pendents, there are a few more who cast 
their votes for some of the minor candidates, 
but who are, nevertheless, ready to vote 
for any motion that tends to defeat the 
chanees of an election. It seems to be 
bigh time that the legislators who are either 
defying or evading the well-understood 
wishes of their constituents should be 
brought to account for their action. There 
voted in favor of the motion to adjourn yes- 
terday, after the first ballot, Senators Astor, 
Bipman, and STRAHAN, of this City. The 
first-named does not vote for PLatt, but in 
other respects does the work of the ex-Sen- 
atars with slavish fidelity; the two last are for 
CONKLING and PLATT without exception. 
Of the six Republican Assemblymen from 
this City—Brrenm, Bropsky, HAmILTon, 
Haves, TRIMBLE, and WiLL1amMs—all voted 
for adjournment, and all but Hammon for 
(-ONKLING and PLATT on both ballots. Mr. 
R'aMILTON’s votes were for LAPHAM and 
CROWLEY, but his sympathies are, evident- 
ly, with those who want to defeat the elec- 
tion of any Republican Senators whatever. 





A® interesting letter from the Controller 
of the Currency, Mr. Kwnox, to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury will be found in an- 
«ther column. It explains his views in re- 
gard to.a decision of the Treasurer, Mr. G1t- 
FLLLAN, as to the surrender of bonds held 
for the security of circulation by national 
banks, for‘ which the Treasurer insists on 
having legal-tender notes and refuses to take 
gold. This,.Mr. Kxox expiains, is quite 
too narrow an; interpretation of the law, as 
js decided by*the Attorney-General. Mr. 
GILFILLAN has shown himself a very scru- 
pulous officer, but in - this » instance 
he is rather exacting than exact. : It is well 
to keep within the limits of the law, but 
mvhere the law is of doubtful import, cer- 
tainly it should be construed so as to pro- 
mote, not hinder, its operations. . The Treas- 
urer’s view is one which would only embar- 
rass the banks, without adding to the security 
pf either the Government or the note-holder. 
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: The affray at Marseilles between French 
and Italian workmen, in which 4 men were 
killed and 17 wounded, is rapidly becom- 
ing an international question. Two regi- 
ments have been sent to Marseilles and 
nearly 200 persons arrested. The Italian 
envoy has received instructions to ‘‘ de- 
mand protection for Italian residents.’”’ The 
indignation at Rome is extreme, and the re- 
cent speech of the Italian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, asserting that ‘“‘the French 
Government will be interested in preventing 
acts calculated to disturb the good relations 
between the two countries,’’ savors more of 
menace than of conciliation. But a quarrel 
originally kindled by France’s recent pounce 
upon Tunis is not likely to be calmed by 
the latest news from that quarter. The oc- 
cupation of the ports of Bizerta, Cabes, and 
Tabarca Island, on one side, and of the in- 
land towns of Gardimasu, Beja, and Mateur 
on the other, will hold the conquered State 
_as in a vise, while the fixing of the army of 
occupation at 10,000 men will place at 
France’s disposal a force sufficient not mere- 
ly to hold Tunis, but to overrun Tripoli

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- * In referring to the Kingsley & Keeney 
pill the other day, we did injustice to Mr. 
_ Vrooman, the Clerk of the State Senate. 
The history of the bill, beginning with its 
- fast. stages in the Senate, is as follows: .It 
swas ordered to a third reading in the Senate 
jon May 9, it passed the Senate May 10, and 
_ fas delivered to the Assembly on the same 


day. It yas referred to the Committee of 
the Whole of: the Assembly on May 19 and 
was ordered to a third reading in the Assem- 
bly on May 25. It passed the Assembly on 
May 27 and was returned to the Senate 
from the Assembly on June 9. It was de- 
livered to the Governor by the Clerk of 
the Senate on June 16. It will be seen 
that the wonderful rapidity of the progress 
of this bill through both houses is strikingly 
contrasted with the tardiness of its passage 
from the Legislature to the Governor. Be- 
tween its third reading in the Senate and its 
final passage, without amendment, by the 
Assembly there was'an interval of 18 days. 
Betweer its final passage in the Assembly 
and its transmission to the Executive Cham- 
ber there was an interval of 20 days. Thir- 
teen days, however, of this period of wait- 
ing is accounted for by its retention on the 
desk of the Clerk of the Assembly, and the 
seven days during which it was held by the 
Clerk of the chamber in which it originated 
were partiy occupied in searching for the 
original of the petition which was the basis 
of the bill, and which, it was known, the 
Governor would insist on seeing. 


Now that the bill has reached the Gov- 


ernor, there can be but little doubt about the 
manner of its final disposal. The case of the 
contractors is, briefly, this: They brought 
an action against the city of Brooklyn for 
$172,000 in round numbers as the unnaid 
balance of a contract on which the profits 
had, by the admission of their own wit- 
nesses, been grossly extravagant, and which, 
as the counsel for the city contended, had 
been fraudulent in its inception as well as in 
its execution. The Referees held the con- 
tract valid, and gave judgment for an 
amount which, with interest and costs, came 
to $116,783 88; that is to say, for the full 
amount claimed, less $71,000 whose pay- 
ment would have been in excess of the statu- 
tory limit placed on the cost of the work. 
The judgment as confirmed by the Court of 
Appeals was fully paid by the city. The 
bill now before the Governor proposes to 
pay to Kinestey & Keeney this $71,000, 
with interest from Dec. 18, 1875, in spite of 
the fact that the tax-payers of Brooklyn have 
already been obliged to pay these contractors 
$500,000 more than their work was worth. 
Apart from the constitutional and equitable 
grounds on which this claim could be re- 
fused, it is clear that if the contractors could 
plead the terms of a written contract for 
their exorbitant profits, the city ought to 
have the benefit of the statute which 
governed the contract and furnished the 
tax-payers a protection against further 
exactions. The plaintiffs appealed against 
that partof the Referees’ judgment which 
affirmed the statutory limitation, but were 
not sustained by the appellate court. The 
bill now before the Governor simply pro- 
poses to grant to KinesLtEY & KEENEY 
$100,000 which the courts have disallowed. 





PUNISHING CORRUPTION. 


Whatever may be the merits of the Grand 
Jury asa means of bringing to trial those 
guilty of ordinary crimes, itis notorious that 
it has usually accomplished very little as to 
those offenses against the public which may 
be called political crimes, such as bribery, 
criminal negligence, or connivance at fraud 
by officials, &c. That there is and has been 
at Albany, as at theother seats of State 
government for many years, more or less 
corruption, is notorious, and its existence is 
only confirmed, not revealed,’ by the dis- 
closures before the investigating committee 
in the Bradley case. No one can have 
watched with any care the newspaper cor- 
respondence from Albany without perceiv- 
ing many indications that the purchase, 
direct or indirect, of votes in the Legislature 
is very generally believed in there. The 
manner in which the matter is treated 
by the members of the Legislature 
themselves, and by that curious company 
of minor officials, politicians, and interested 
observers immediately surrounding the Le- 
gislature, is sufficient proof of this fact. The 
coarse and impudent pleasantries indulged 
in by Gen. Sprvoa, amid roars of laughter, 
in the joint convention of the Senate and 
Assembly, would be impossible if they were 
not known to point directly to generally 
acknowledged facts. It is not too much to 
say that corruption in our legislative bodies 
in many of the larger States is, however 
limited, frequent and notorious. 


* There is,. of course, no’ lack of statutes 
defining this kind of crime, and providing 
for its punishment when proved, and that is 
true, to some extent, also, of malfeasance 
in administrative offices, though offenses of 
the latter class are less distinctly defined 
and are of greater variety of grades. But 
the difficulty in both classes of cases is to 
secure a reasonably prompt and certain 
operation of the machinery of justice. Of 
this machinery the Grand Jury is the most 
important piece, since without its effective aid 
very little can be done, and the Grand Jury, 
though apparently clothed with considerable 
powers, in practice faiis most signally. This 
is so far true that the fact that a Grand Jury 
has taken up the bribery charges at Albany 
and another is about to take up the star 
route robberies at Washington awakens 
scarcely any public confidence that the of- 
fenders will be placed on trial. If they 
should be, the case would’ be regard- 
ed as exceptional. In theory the ‘‘in- 
quisition’”’ of the Grand Jury is a 
drag-net “ thrown across every quar- 
ter where the rascals may be reasonably 
supposed to be in hiding, but when the net 
is pulled it is usually found that the game 
has * managed to avoid it: or to slip 
through its meshes. The number of persons 
placed ‘‘in peril,’’ as the old law phrase has 
it, by the operation of the jury is out of all 
proportion to the number of those who are 
known with reasonable certainty to have 
been guilty. 

It is for the legal profession to explain 
what may be the technical difficulties that 
produce this substantial miscarriage of jus- 
tice, and it should be their duty also to pro- 
vide the remedy. But with ail due regard 
for that profession, it must be acknowledged 
that their zeal for the improvement of legal 
processes for the punishment of public 
crimes is not impressive. Perhaps the task 
of finding out with accuracy what the law 
actually is, or is likely to be held to he, is 
so huge as to leave them no time for 
study as to what it ought to be. 
Some of the causes, however, which pro- 
duce the partial paralysis of the law to 


which we have called attention are plainly 
outside of the law, and flow from certain 
features of our political system which one 
does not require to be a lawyer to under- 
stand. One of these, as it seems to us, is 
the want of well-defined responsibility with 
the prosecuting attorney, on whose skill, 
energy, and fidelity everything must 
practically, in the first instance, depend.. 
As a general rule, the attorney, even 
when a lawyer of good standing, has 
very. inconsiderable experience in his 
post. His term is short, his duties are va- 
ried, and the tenure of his office is elective. 
He is apt to be a better politician than law- 
yer, and a better general practitioner than a 
prosecutor. If he has the ability, he fre- 
quently lacks the peculiar training necessary 
to his task, and, abové all, he is presented 
with no really adequate motive for its per- 
formance, whtfch is necessarily laborious and 
difficult, and is by no means necessarily ad- 
vantageous to his interest or his reputation. 
He can hardly move in political cases without 
incurring the enmity or suspicion of those 


who can injure him; if he succeeds, his. 


success is no guarantee of popular support, 
while if he is inactive, he is in no special 
danger of popular disapproval. 


On the other hand, the jury before whom 
evidence must be brought is made up of 
men whose aptitude for properly dealing 
with it is a matter of chance. According as 
they are naturally vigilant and penetrating, 
or dull and indifferent, the fate of the in- 
quiry is determined. They fairly repre- 
sent public opinion, and public opinion 
is confused, hesitating, swayed by 
partisan prejudice, and unaccustomed 
and indisposed to precise conclusions. 
We flatter ourselves that the American cit- 
izen is peculiarly well informéd by the jour- 
nals regarding public affairs, but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the average citizen is not greatly 
aided by his newspaper reading in drawing 
accurate inferences regarding such matters 
ascome before a Grand Jury. On the con- 
trary, he is apt to be induced to lookat them 
in a warped and narrow fashion, and 
to consider them more with reference 
to their partisan bearings than with refer- 
ence to real and broad public interests. The 
number of men in any community who 
could take up such a case as that of the 
Bradley charges, for example, impartially 
and coolly, and with a resolute determination 
to get at the truth, is not very great, and the 
chance of getting any of them on the Grand 
Jury, much less of composing a majority of 
the jury of such men, is infinitely less. 


The substance of the difficulty, then, in 
getting the first step taken in cases of public 
crimes lies in the extent to which partisan 
politics are allowed to influence the admin- 
istration of justice. This influence is ex- 
erted, directly or indirectly, on the jury it- 
self, and on the prosecuting officer, often 
with no conscious fault in either case. The 
remedy is not easy to suggest. Probably a 
modification of the tenure of the attorney’s 
office, and a more distinct interpretation of his 
power and responsibility, might have a good 
result, while every measure which should 
tend to eliminate the force of personal inter- 
est from politics would aid in securing a 
more impartial and wholesome public opin- 
ion, to which the jury would naturally re- 
flect. As itis, there is no doubt that one of 
the real obstacles to the spread of representa- 
tive government in the world is the ineffi- 
ciency which American communities have 
shown in protecting themselves from crimes 
against political purity. 


THE TELEGRAPH CASES, 


All efforts thus far to prevent the carry- 
ing out of the agreement whereby the West- 
ern Union, American Union, and Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Telegraph Companies were 
to be consolidated have failed. The appeal 
to the Legislature miscarried because the 
Senate delayed action until a new law would 
not apply to thecase. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral concluded that as the law stood there 
was no action that he could take on 
the part of the people to prevent the con- 
solidation. Judge BARReETT’s decision in 
February, dissolving the first injunction in 
Mr. Rurvs Hatcen’s suit, took the ground 
that the companies had a legal right to en- 
ter into and carry out the agreement so far 
as the purchase of the rights and property 
of the other two companies by the Western 
Union was concerned. In fact, the law ex- 
pressly provided . for such extensions of the 
facilities of one company by absorbing those 
of another. The intention of the framers 
of the act of 1870 was’ no doubt © to 
make it possible for one company to 
extend its lines by uniting with them 
those of other companies occupying differ- 
ent ground, and not to facilitate the consoli- 
dation of rival and competing lines for the 
establishment of a monopoly. But no such 
distinction was made by the provisions of 
the law, and the consolidation itself was 
held to be authorized. 

The next resort, both in the case of Mr. 
Hates and that of Mr. WruraMs, was to 
prevent the issue of additional stock by the 
Western Union for the purpose of paying 
for the property of the other companies and 
wiping their own capital out of existence, 
as well as for distribution among the West- 
ern Union stockholders themselves as part 
of the general consideration for their 
consent to the bargain. As the law 
authorizing — the acquisition «by one 
company of the lines and property of an- 
other expressly provided that it might make 
payment by an issue of its own stock to 
cover the purchase, the original injunction 
against the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and the Union Trust Company was 
narrowed in principle so as to apply only to 
the issue of stock for distribution among the 
Western Union stockholders of the date 
of the consolidation agreement. It was 
still contended that the purchase should 
be invalidated on account of fraudu- 
lent conspiracy, the exorbitant price to be 
paid, violation of public policy, &c., but the 
main point to be settled, so far as legal prin- 
ciple was concerned, was that of an issue 
of new stock for which there was no 
consideration paid in. Judge Truax 
has disposed of both cases, and in so do- 
ing decides in favor of the corporations on 
all points, including that of the issue of the 
$15,526,590 of new stock to be distributed 
among old stockholders, It is hardly to be 
admitted that: he has settled: the principle, 
for his opinion is in conflict with those of 
two other Judges of the same court, and the 
law points will. without doubt, be carried 


by appeal to the General Term of the ‘court, 
and possibly to the Court of Appeals. It is 
certainly desirable to have them passed upon 
by some authority higher and more likely to 
command a general acquiescence than that 
of Judge Truax. 

It was claimed, on the part of the West- 
ern Union Company, that the fifteen mil- 
lions and more of stock which was to be 
issued to bring the total up to eighty millions 
was to cover past earnings belonging of 
right to stockholders, but invested during 
the last fifteen years in additional ‘‘ plant,’’ 
the extension of lines, the acquisition 
of property, &c. There is no doubt 
that the company had the right to 
make these extensions and acquisitions 
as they were needed for its business and to 
meet the expense by anissue of stock. Its 
articles of association provided that it should 
be done in that way and in no other, but the 
company persisted for years in meeting this 
kind of expense by the use of its earnings in 
excess of the regular dividends, and then 
proceeded, at the end of the series of 
years, as an incident of the consolida- 
tion bargain, to distribute among its stock- 
holders the alleged equivalent in new stock. 
Chief-Justice Sepawick considered its right 
to do so at length in his decision inthe Wil- 
liams case. As it was solely a question of 
law, he had before him everything bearing 
upon it that Judge Truax could possibly 
have, andhe decided adversely to the right 
on grounds that seem - entirely - con- 
clusive. The surplus earnings of the past 
belonged to the stockholders of the time. If 
they were not distributed in dividends, but 
paid out for property, that property became 
part of the common possessions of the cor- 
poration, and was no longer susceptible of 
being divided up among stockholders. Sur- 
plus profits to be distributed in that way 
must exist as surplus profits, and the in- 
vested earnings of the past cannot, after 
the lapse of years, be so: divided up. 
The present increased value of property in 
consequence of those past investments has 
gone into the capital and cannot be sepa- 
rated for distribution among individual stock- 
holders, some of whom were never entitled 
to a share in the surplus earnings invested, 
but acquired their share in the investment 
by purchase of stock at the advanced price 
occasioned by the increased value of the 
property. 

The opinion of Judge Szpewrcx in Feb- 
Truary was confirmed by that of Judge 
SperrR in May. He held that the proposed 
division of new stock among the old stock- 
holders was absolutely forbidden by law. 
Judge Truax’s labored argument to show 
that a division of capital stock anda redis- 
tribution of part of it among stockholdersisa 
different thing from an issue of new certifi- 
cates to represent a part of that stock and 
adistribution of those certificates appears 
very specious in comparison with the 
straightforward reasoning of his associates 
on the bench. If his _. doctrine is 
sound, the law is calculated to enable 
corporations to draw from the public 
whatever tribute they please or find 
practicable, and to conceal a part of it for 
the time being by paying moderate divi- 
dends and accumulating the rest of the 
profits, to he distributed at a convenient 
time by new issues of stock for which no 
consideration will be required. If this is the 
purpose and effect of the law it should be 
so declared by some higher judicial authori- 
ty than Judge Truax. 


AN INTERNATIONAL DIFFICULTY. 


It is difficult for an American to repress a 
smile when he hears that the British Parlia- 
ment, the English press, and, presumably, 
the English people, are more or less panic- 
stricken over the wordy vaporings of Irish- 
American agitators. In this free and happy 
land, where men talk in gigantic metaphors, 
and where the largest license of speech is 
allowed, men blow off their superfluous 
emotions very much as a steam engine 
is rid of its waste steam. The escape- 
pipe sometimes makes a _ prodigious 
noise, and an uninformed person 
would be likely to think that the 
din portended an impending calamity. 
Nothing of the sort. There is no danger as 
long as the outcry continues. But the Brit- 
ish public, hearing of the bawling of our 
Trish fellow-citizens, falls into a cold per- 
spiration and straightway demands that 
something be done to silence the bloody- 
minded ruffians who are plotting murder, 
treason, and conspiracy against England, 
securely intrenched on American soil. Our 
British cousins make no allowance for the 
bigness of our country, a country so big 
that the ramping and roaring of a few hun- 
dred Nihilists, Fenians, and carbonari are 
utterly unnoticed. 


And yet, the British Government is seri- 
ously asked, in Parliament, if something is 
not to be done to invoke the aid of the 
American Government in putting a quietus 
upon the men who are planning, in this 
country, diabolical outrages in England. 
It may not be generally known that the in- 
dustrious gentlemen who make occasional 
raids upon the petty savings of cooks, house- 
maids, and serving men, in behalf of down- 
trodden Ireland, lately held one of their 
begging meetings in the town of Fall River, 
Mass Such is the fact, however, and one 
of the speakers on that occasion was Mr. 
O’Donovan Rossa, an amiable but en- 
thusiastic person who was recently en- 
gaged in the peaceful trade of sell- 
ing steam-ship passenger tickets. This 
gentleman, speaking in behalf of the 
so-called ‘‘skirmishing fund,’ said, among 
other things, that the explosion and wreck 
of the British man-of-war Doterel, in the 
Straits of Magellan, was accomplished by 
aid of the aforesaid fund, and that the Brit- 
ish Government knew it but was afraid to ad- 
mit it, ‘‘ lest it should give encouragement 
to the good men who are laboring in that 
way for the liberation of Ireland from 
slavery.’? We cannot now stop to inquire how 
the sinking of a man-of-war in the Straits 
of Magellan, and the murder of her crew, 
could possibly facilitate the emancipation of 
Ireland from the domination of the hated 
Saxon. But we do know that almost no- 
body in this country ever would have heard 
of this Fall River romance if its substance 
had not been telegraphed over to the Lon- 
don newspapers, and thus have awakened 


_ our curiosity at-home. When we learn that 


Mr. GLapstone has thought it worth while 
to bring to the notice of the Government of 
the United States certain facts relating to 


outrages in England for which preparations 
are being made in this country, we ask, not 
unnaturally, for an explanation of this rum- 
pus. What is it all about? 

We are afraid that Mr. O’Doxovan Rossa 
is not very well known in this benighted 
land, On the other side of the ocean, ap- 
parently, he is a descendant of the Irish Kings, 
an Irish aristocrat, and a chieftain of the 
bluest Hibernian blood. He has sat in the 
British Parliament, and is entitled to speak 
for ‘the Irish people. The O’Donovan 
Rossa known to the average American citi- 
zen, so far as he is known at all, is a vendor 
of passage tickets, a ready speaker at all 
meetings where beer is free'and money 
is to be raised for the “skirmishing 
fund;’’ and his natural level is the vending 
of lager, after the manner of Scnwas, the 
King-killer, or the keeping of a lodging- 
house, after the custom of many of our dis- 
tressed foreign visitors and émigrés. There 
is so much room in this big country of ours, 
and so many things to entertain and divert 
us, that we really have not much time to 
waste upon so enthusiastic and open-hearted 
a conspirator as O’Donovan Rossa, and 
none to spend in seriously considering what 
he says. 

And yet it appears that this alarming per- 
son has actually been saying in public that 
the Doterel was blown up by the servant 
girls of the United States. And, as we 
somewhat tardily learn, every allusion to 
‘dynamite and an Irish war on English soil 
was received with applause by the skirmish- 
ers of Fall River.” Next, we must suppose, 
the contribution-boxes went around, and 
the servant girls and day laborers lightly 
tossed in their spare dollars, and went home 
to dream of English frigates being blown up 
in every part of the world, of the assas- 
sination of GLADsronE and ‘‘ Buckshot” 
Forster, and of the general and un- 
mitigated wreck of the British Em- 
pire. It is harrowing to our feelings, 
as all-knowing American citizens, that we 
should first learn of this sanguinary business 
by the way of London, when Mr. Sran- 
HOPE asked, in Parliament, what the Gov- 
ernment was going to do about it. We 
fancy that we know more about what is 
going on in the world than any other peo- 
ple beneath the sun. Yet here is this terri- 
ble O'Donovan Rossa actually talking 
dynamite and glass bombs on our own soil, 
and we have first heard of it by the way of 
the British Parliament and the London news- 
papers. 

If hard words broke bones, there would 
not now be an able-bodied : sovereign in 
Europe. In this: blessed country of ours it 
is the privilege of every man with a grievance 
to ‘‘shoot his mouth off,’ as the phrase 
goes. Allof the tyrants and oppressors in 
the world are killed (so far as hard words 
can kill) every night in New-York. » Ty- 
rannicides and regicides do their bloody 
work, night after night, (in their minds and 
in their speeches,) and then drink their beer, 
or sell it, and go to bed and sleep it off. 
They would not harm a fly. They pay 
their beer bills with a skirmishing fund. 
Nothing would tickle them so much as to 
be the subjects of an international difficulty. 


TYPICAL AMERICANS. 


To Judge HALIBURTON is generally given 
the credit of having created what was for 
a long time the typical ‘‘ Yankee’”’ of fiction 
and of the stage. It is unnecessary to de- 
scribe this horrible creature, for the Hali- 
burton ‘‘ Yankee’’ still survives in the 
cartoons of professedly: comic papers, and 
especially of the London Punch. He was 
for a time actually accepted even in this 
country as a fair type of the native Ameri- 
can. We secretly knew that while he pos- 
sessed a certain canine honesty, he was, in 
point of manners, infinitely inferior to any 
respectable dog; but we believed that, in 
spite of his ignorance and boorishness, he 
was ‘“‘smart,’’ and our patriotic pride was 
tickled to see him, in the character of an 
American cousin, steal a British aristocrat’s 
bottle of hair-dye, and with its help act as 
the black-mailing and beneficent Providence 
of his grateful British relatives. Gradually, 
however, the Haliburton ‘‘ Yankee’’ van- 
ished from American fiction, We found 
that he was not only intolerable, but impos- 
sible, and we became heartily ashamed. of 
him. , To a certain extent he is still believed 
in by foreigners, but no American writer 
would dream of reviving so miserable a 
myth. 


In the place of the vanished ‘‘ Yankee” 
we have the typical American of Mr. Henry 
JAMES, Jr., and Mr. W. D. Howrtus. He 
is generally accepted as a truthful portrait. 
lt is the specialty of the two clever writers 
in question to ‘‘ draw character.’? They 
deal little with incident, and the charm of 
their stories lies in the life and reality of their 
men and women. In some respects the new 
typical American of James and Howetts is 
an improvement on the Yankee of Hatrpur- 
Ton, for, instead of being a preposterous 
caricature, we recognize that he‘is entirely 
possible. Still, we have not much more 
reason to be proud of him than we had to 
be proud of his long-haired, whittling prede- 
cessor. 

Mr. James introduces us in his story en- 
titled ‘‘The American’’ to what he evidently 
means should be accepted as a truthful study 
of the American character. His American 
isa man of honesty, sincerity, and energy, 
but these are not his distinctively American 
characteristics. There are honest, sincere, 
and energetic men among all nations, and 
were those the only qualities assigned to Mr. 
JameEs’s American, it would require the 
direct testimony of the author to enable us 
to know that his American was not an Eng- 
lishman, or a German speaking English with 
facility. To meet this difficulty Mr. James 
gives him certain characteristics which are 
meant to mark his American nationality. 
He is very rich, and constantly boasts of it. 
He has made his money in some honest em- 
ployment—something of the pork or wooden 
clock sort—and he selects that employment 
as a neat and appropriate subject of conver- 
sation in the drawing-room of a French 
noble family. He thinks that with his 
money he ought to be able to buy a French 
Countess for a wife, and he is utterly una- 
ble to conceive why the lady’s family does 
not favor the bargain. In short, his. dis- 
tinctively American characteristics are igno- 


tance of the rules of polite society and a 


‘certain ineradicable vulgarity that. would 


have rendered him undesirable anywhere 
except among men of his particular class, 


Yet it is precisely this ignorance and this 
vulgarity that distinguish him from honest, 
sincere, and energetic men who are not 
Americana. Mr, James makes him ignorant 
and vulgar by way of labeling him ‘‘an 
American,’ and the American public quietly 
accepts him as a fair type of the results of 
our civilization. 

Mr. Howe.ts follows essentially the 
same plan. His typical American is hon- 
est, sincere, and energetic, and his distin- 
guishing American characteristic is coarse- 
ness, verging closely upon vulgarity, and 
frequently indistinguishable from it. The 
coarseness of Ferris’s nature renders it 
impossible for him to perceive the honesty 
and bravery—the thorough manliness—of 
the gentle Don Ippolito, and leads him to 
treat the latter with dull brutality. In Mr. 
Howe t1s’s latest story, ‘‘A Fearful Respon- 
sibility,’ we find-two Americans stopping in 
Venice. Oneof them, Professor Elmore, isa 
modest, cultivated gentleman, in whose char- 
acter there isnothing to distinguish him from 
an English or a German Professor; but the 
other—Mr. Hoskins—is a typical American 
of the James and Howells pattern. He is, 
of course, honest, sincere, and energetic, 
but his Americanism consists in his con- 
tempt for the laws of English grammar and 
his ignorance of good breeding. He at- 
tends a ball, where, being unable to speak 
any language but his own, he seizes an Aus- 
trian officer by the arm and drags him across 
the room to a young lady who wishes to 
dance with him. He has what Mr. How- 
ELLS calls a firm faith in the future of 
America, but what other people would call 
a habit of bragging of the greatness of 
America, and of assuming that all the hon- 
esty and intelligence of the world is monop- 
olized by Americans. In short, he is a well- 
meaning, honest, coarse, and vulgar person, 
and coarseness and vulgarity are the Ameri- 
can part of his character. 

It is time that some one should protest 
against this new type of American. Is it 
true that to be an American one must be 
ignorant and vulgar? Do all American 
gentlemen boast of their money, despise 
courtesy and delicacy of feeling, and dis- 
play unmitigated boorishness in ball-rooms ? 
If this is not true—and no one knows better 
than Mr. James and Mr. HowE ts that it is 
not—why should America be libeled by 
its best story-writers? The Haliburton 
“‘Yankee’’ was a disgusting creature, but 
he was so manifestly impossible that he did 
us little harm. The Hoskins variety of 
typical American is so plausible that he con- 
stitutes a dangerous libel on the American 
Nation. 





Neither the purchase of the Panama Rail- 
road nor the fine talk of M. Frerprnanp pe Lzs- 
SEPS can arrest the decline of public confidence 
in the isthmus canal scheme. French newspapers, 
whose zealous support has been gained by M. pE 
Lessrps through means peculiar to Paris, and not 
there considered illegitimate, contain the most 
flattering reports of the progress of work at the 
isthmus, and of important revelations of the geo- 
logical surveys, greatly reducing the estimated 
time and expense of cutting the canal; and on the 
strength of this newspaper showing M. pr LEssEps 
promises that the work shall be finished in four 
years, or at most in six, the original esti- 
mate having been eight. Reports from Pana- 
ma are of a totally different character. The 
working force is demoralized. Many em- 
ployes have quit, and there is no proper officer 
to direct and control those who remain. The 
wages paid are discouragingly low, the rainy sea- 
son has set in, sickness prevails, and the enterprise 
iscrumbling at its very beginning through a lack 
of proper organization and an earnest grappling 
with the inevitable difficulties and discouragements 
of so gigantic a task. A Panama paper says: 
“Frankly, we should like to see a little more ac- 
complished on the isthmus and less blowing in 
Paris about the business.” The Parisian public 
and probably French capitalists will swallow the 
sort of stories that are prepared for them at home; 
itis, at any rate, improbable that they will learn 
the truth except from private sources. Here the 
whole scheme seems to be dropping out of sight. 
This is disappointing to only a small portion of the 
American public.

The Pennsylvania Railroad has in use an 
automatic track tester which discovers faults in 
the track not ordinarily appreciable to the eye, 
and makes a record of them which indicates their 
procise locality, and all this while the machine is 
passing over the road at from 15 to 25 miles an 
hour. It has the external appearance of a baggage 
car, but inside is fitted up with self-registering ap- 
paratus, electric clocks, &c. A bad joint between 
the rails registers itself bythe jolt it causes to the 
delicately hung car. Errors of levelin the track are 
recorded by pencils on ruled paper, and so nicely 
arranged that variations of an eighth of aninch are 
made manifest. If the gauge is too narrow or the 
rails have spread, the fact is noted by another ap- 
paratus. Aningenious time and distance register 
enables the observer to locate the imperfections 
recorded. A machine of this kind kept constantly 
going over a railroad would be scarcély less care- 
ful than the track-walker indiscovering sources of 
danger to travel. 
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Questions having to do with the supply of 
food in large cities like London and New-York are 
of paramount importance. In London, within the 
last month, an inquiry has commenced, based on 
some suggestions presented by Mr. WatPotr, the 
Inspector of Salmon Fisheries, asto the exceed- 
ingly high price of salmon in the London markets. 
As very often in such cases, the ventilation of one 
subject throws a flood of light on other topics. Be- 
ginning with salmon, an inquiry has been made re- 
garding the transactions of classic Billingsgate in 
general, and the Court of Common Council are 
discussing the general question of the whole fish 
supply of London, and under the recommendation 
of the Home Secretary a select committee was ap- 
pointed to report ‘‘on the best mode of facilitat- 
ing the supply of fish and lessening the cost.”” The 
opinion arrived at was that the present state of 
the fish supply of the metropolis was highly un- 
satisfactory. Some of the methods of doing busi- 
ness in Billingsgate have been. before this present- 
ed to the readers of Tae Truzs. Fish are auc- 
tioned, but in such a way that a small ring of per- 
sons monopolize so much of the supply as 
they can sell again at a ereat profit, and 
keep the rest out of the market. Mr. 
Wa.pote stated in his report ‘‘that van loads on 
yan loads of fish simply rot before they can, or be- 
fore they are allowed to, be exposed in the mar- 
ket.” That the London fish business is an ec- 
centric one, is quite evident from the fact that 
when on one or two occasions the finest provin- 
cial salmon were sent from New-York to London 
and arrived in England in the best condition, 
though consigned to apparently reputable people 
in the fish business, they were hardly sold at all, 
but given away. The reason was evident; these 
American fish entered into competition with the 
regular supply and were tobe keptout of the mar- 
ket. What Billingsgate most dreads is the en- 
largement of their market; and then the fish- 
mongers, like other corporations, are entirely op- 
posed to any measure which tends to amplify the 
receipts and distributions of the special commodi- 
ties they deal in. When London had a little overa 
million of people, rather more than a half a cen- 
tury ago, the method of distribution of fresh fish 
food might have been sufficient, but as it is to-day, 
with overthree millions, we should suppose that 
Billingsgate was utterly inadequate to meet the 
demand. Itis noc, however. simply a question of 
distribution of fish. As Billingsgate is the -con- 
trolling power, it holds at its mercy in a large 
measure the fishermen and those who consign fish 
to the London market. Although we suffer to an 
extraordinary degree in this country from the com- 
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binations of great corporations, and pay extrava 
gantly for freights and telegraphic messages, it {s 
hardly supposable that we shall ever have in the 
large cities guilds who will pervert supplies from 
centres of consumption or who coulg hamper le 
gitimate trade. We are a long-suffering peop!s 
but we could hardly stand a Billimgsgate in New 
York City. 


There is a manual training school {n Wash- 
ington University, at St. Louis, which has just 
given Sn excellent showing of its first year’s work. 
The instruction is divided between drawing and 
shop work. About 60 boys, ranging in age from 18 
to 19, have been in attendance during the year. The 
school day is from 9 A. M. until3 P. M., with 2¢ 
minutes recess. Of this time, one hour has been 
given to drawing and two hours to shop work. 
The other half of the day has been devoted to the 
study of mathematics, applied science, English 
grammar, American history, spelling, writing, and 
composition. This seems to be an admirable cur 
riculum fora technical school, giving the kind of 
instruction which makes skillful and intelligent 
carpenters, wood-turners, machinists, and artisang 
of all kinds, while giving an equal amount of atten. 
tion to branches of which no man should be 
ignorant in a country whose Government 
is based on universal suffrage. In the 
course of the school year these boys at St. Louis 
get 80 hours’ instruction in free-hand drawing, and 
120 hours in mechanical drawing in pencil and 
India ink. Next year they will take up shading 
and tinting with the brush in machine and archi- 
tectural drawing. as wellas drawing from animal 
and vegetable forms. Carpenters or machinist 
who graduate from this school will be able to 
make a working drawing of anything they are 
called upon to undertake. In the shop they have 
been taught how to handle and take care of tools, 
including grinding, saw-filing, repairing, &c., and 
later on the dressing of timber, the “ laving out” 
of work, planing, sawing, mortising, and the inn 
merable operations which make up the trade of s 
carpenter, as well asthe use of the turning lathe. 
One of the exercises at the examination was in 
dressing a piece of rough pine lumber and making 
@ cross. In the next year’s programme black- 
smithing and forge work come in, and at the end of 
the three years’ course the graduates will be 
ready to take up a trade, fully prepared either to 
do work themselves or to direct the work of others, 
Since the death of the apprenticeship system thor- 
oughly trained workmen have become rare, as tha 
abundance of wretched work in every trade suffi- 
ciently testifies. There is need of more manual 
schools. The need is being much discussed in 
England, an effort has been made to meet it in 
Germany, and in France it has been met to a con. 
siderable degree. Schools and instructors are na 
longer the special privilege of the professional] 
man, and the time ought not to be far distant 
when every city and large town shall have the 
means to make good carpenters and machinists 
out of raw boys.

ministration under the palace ring, are lumped to: 
gether for suppression. Mrpxuat Pasha may not 
be very good, or a model for a Christian states. 
man, but he is not a public thief, and 
he comes nearer than any other living 
Turk to being a man of ideas. It wags 
he that gave the empire the Constitution of 1876, 
and in spite of the enormous difficulties in the way, 
it proved a workable instrament, and so, of course, 
it was promptly revoked, and the powerof tha 
Government reverted from the representatives of 
the people to the able villains in the palace. As 
the head of the Provincial Government in Smyrna 
MipHat Pasha had undertaken innumerable re 
forms. He drove the brigands and thieves out of 
the town and its neighborhood, and established an 
efficient Police force. New streets were opened 
and old ones cleaned’ and paved under his direc- 
tion, a system of sewerage was introduced, and 
roads were built in the surrounding country. The 
locusts have been the plague of the couniry for 
years, laying waste many farms and ruining their 
owners. He organized war on the pest, made the 
peasants go to work and destroy the eggs, and 
thus greatly reduced the extent of the depredations 
The most striking peculiarity of the man, fors 
Turk, is that he suceeeds in what he undertakes 
and he is constantly undertaking something. 
course, a reformer of Mipxat’s calibre could not 
carry on his work long unmolested. A really good 
Provincial Government would naturally excite the 
most violent jealousy at Constantinople, for it 
would never do to let the people know that thera 
issuch a thing as a better and purer administration 
than that at the capital. Local intrigue at Smyrna, 
too, may have something to do with the accusation 
against him. Whether he is convicted or acquitted 
his career as a reform Governorisat an end. As 
the best man in Turkey for an administrative pos! 
he has the poorest chance of getting one.

THE MARSEILLES RIOTS AND THE 
TUNISIAN QUESTION. 

¥RESH RIOTING AT MARSEILLES—EFFORTS 

OF THE ITALIAN PREMIER TO AVERT 


TROUBLE — FRENCH ASSURANCES RE- 
GARDING THE TUNISIAN AND OTIER 


EUROPEAN QUESTIONS. 


MARSEILLES, June 21.—The city is reas- 
suming its usual aspect. The workmen re- 
turned quietly to their respective shops this 
morning. The Prefect has decided, in the 
event of further disturbances, to proclaim 


martial law. The details of the disturbances 
show that the rioters on each side did not 


come in conflict in bodies, but confined them- 
selves to hunting down isolated individuals, 
some of whom were thus barbarously mur- 
dered. 

Three Frenchmen have been condemned to 


fmprisonment for terms varying from two to 


four months for assaulting Italians. 

Lonnoyn, June 21.—A dispatch from Rome 
says: ‘‘Itis impossible to describe the indig- 
mation the Marseilles affair has caused here. 
The Chamber of Deputies received with ironi- 
cal comments the statement of Signor Man- 


cini, Minister of Foreign Affairs, that the con- 


duct both of the Marseilles authorities and the 
Italian Consul had been perfectly correct, and 
that they had done their utmost to prevent 
insult to the italian escutcheon. Signor Man- 
cini added that he had sent instructions to the 
Italian Ambassador in order that the most 
energetic measures for the protection of Itai- 
ians might be taken, and he did not doubt that 
the French Government would be interested 
in preventing acts calculated to disturb the 
good relations between the two countries.” 

Rome, June 21.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day Signori Nicotera, Billio, and Bovio 
interpelated the Government relative to the 
riots at Marseilles. Signor Mancini, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, said that M. Barthélemy- 
St. Hilaire had assured Gen. Cialdini, Italian 

Ambassador to France, that the French Gov- 
ernment would do its utmost to avert a re- 
newal of the rioting, and that the disturbances 
were chiefly conflicts between individuals 
which it was difficult to prevent. Signor Man- 
eini entreated the Chamber to aid the Minis- 
try in the work of pacification, saying that 
yesterday France offered to renew the nego- 
tiations for a treaty of commerce, and that it 
was most necessary to maintain the present 
entirely friendly relations of the two countries. 

An anti-French demonstration was attemptea 
here to day. The Police dispersed the crowd 
end arrested three persons. 

Paris, June 21.—Mustapha, the Tunisian 
Premier, had an interview with M. Barthéle- 
my-St. Hilaire, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and President Grévy to-day. His reception 
was very cordial. President Grévy said that 
as long as Tunis respects the treaty stipula- 
tions she may count upon the warm sympathy 
and effective protection of France. 

M. Barthélemy-St. Hilaire, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, yesterday sentacircular to the 
French representatives abroad, setting forth the 

olicy of Francein the Montenegrin, Greek, and 

unisian ouestions. He points out that the 
French foreign policy is constantly inspired 
by a desire to maintain peace. As nobody in 
the world, he says, can doubt that France 
would immediately take up arms if compelled 
‘by honor or self-defense, her Government has 
no difficulty in declaring that it wishes to set- 
tle amicably all international questions. The 
circular repeats the assurance that the Tunis 
expedition was only undertaken to chastise 
marauders, and concludes as_ follows: 
“France, in fulfilling the duty imposed by her 
moral and material superiority, will assist in 
regulating the Tunisian administrations, and 
extend her impartial protection to the enter- 
prises of all nations.”’ 

Lonpon, June 22.—A correspondent at Mar- 
seilles says about 200 arrests have been made, 
mostly of Italian workmen. Some manufac- 
turers and shipping contractors have dismissed 
their Italian hands. 

A telegram dated Marseilles, 10 o’clock Tues- 
day night, says: ‘‘French and Italian work- 
men began to fight again at 9 o’clock to-night.

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THE DESPERATEIRISH AGITATORS. 
O'DONOVAN ROSsa’S BOASTS—PROGRESS OF 
THE LAND BILL. 

Lonxpon, June 21.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
this afternoon says: ‘‘We wish the Govern- 
ment had followed the sound principle of 
letting O’Donovan Rossa alone, Itis very fine 
for the Telegraph to talk about requiring 
America to treat planners of insurrection as 
ihe English Government has treated Herr 
Most, proprietor of the Freiheit. We may re- 
yuire as much as we please, but unless we are 
much mistaken America will give a short 


answer to such reguisitions. It seems ex- 
tremely improbable that the American 
Government will be allowed, either by 
tradition or policy, to meddle with the 
frish-American press. Any overt preparations 
for an expedition it will doubtless put 
down as it has done before.” The Daily News 
has a similar article on the subject. It says: 
‘Although itis not likely that America will 
interfere with the press, her Government has 
wnsually acted loyally and firmly when any 
real danger for a friendly power was planned 
within the American frontier.” 

The Times says: ‘* The concessions made by 
the Government, in committee of the House of 
Commons, Friday and last evening, have visi- 
bly smoothed the way for progress on the 
Land bill. The concessions made last evening 
were on the one hand the dropping from 
clause 3 of the penal provision that when 
the landlord has raised the rent in the case of 
a future tenancy, the tenant, on application to 
the court, may receive 4 sum equivalent to ten 
times the difference between the amount of tbe 
demand and a fairrent. As the clause is now 
amended, itis left to the court to determine 
the amount to which the landlord’s unfair de- 
mand has depreciated the value of the tenant’s 
holding. On the other hand, Mr. Gladstone 
promised, ata later stage of the proceedings 
in committee, favorably to consider Mr. E. 
Dwyer Gray’s amendment, that the Govern- 
ment should extend the benefits of the bill to 
tenants who are in arrears of rent through no 
fault of their own.” 

The Morning Post states that the Parnellites 
have resolved not to hold any more meetings 

’ at present, but to wait and see what shape the 
Land billis likely to assume before it passes 
the House of Commons. 

Mr. Redpath, the agitator, was present in 
the Speaker's gallery of the House of Com- 
mons during the debate last night. ; 

Ata meeting of the Land League in Dublin 
to-day, Mr. Sexton, who now has the exclusive 
management of the organization, made a 
strong appeal to America for funds.

Prince Alex- 
ander could not avoid responsibility if he took 
astep which might lead to anarchy.

LAYING THE CORNER-STONE OF A NEW 
CHAPEL—ATHLETIC SPORTS-—-ADDRESS 


BEFORE THE LITERARY SOCIETIES— 
THE LYNDE PRIZE DEBATE, 


The most interesting event on the grounds 


at Princeton College yesterday was the laying of 
the corner-stone of a new chapel for Nassau Hall. 
The chapel is to be in its design one of the most 
unique, and in its appearance one of the most 
beautiful and attractive, buildings ofits kind in the 
country. Itisthe gift of Henry G. Marquand, of 


this City, and is to be located at the north-east 
corner of the grounds, and the estimate {s that it 


will have cost $100,000. The ceremonies attending 
the laying of the corner-stone yesterday were 
opened by the reading of a passage from Scripture 
by the Rev. Dr. McCosh, the President of the 
College. Then Mr. Allen Marquand, of the Class of 
74, formally presented the building on behalf of 


his father, who is absent in the West, and laid the 


corner-stone, using for the purpose a silver trowel 


that had been presented to him by his friends in 
the college in anticipation of the ceremony. In 


making the presentation, he said that the gift went 
to the college only on condition that the chapel 
shall be used for no other than devotional pur- 
poses. The other chapel on the grounds is used 
for every meeting purpose. Dr. McCosh accepted 
the gift on behalf of the college authorities, and re- 
turned thanks tothe generousdonor. The Rev. Dr. 
John Hall, of New-York, followed in an address and 
read a prayer. The venerable Dr. Musgrave, who 
pronounced the benediction, enjoys the distinc- 
tion of having been the only delegate to the last 
General Presbyterian Assembly who had at- 
tended the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church 50 years ago.

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A RESIGNATION AT RUTGERS, 
CAMPBELL GIVES UP THE PRESIDENCY 
—ALUMNI AND CLASS EXERCISES. 
NeEw-Brunswick, N. J. June -21.—At the 
meeting Of the Board of Trustees yesterday, Presi- 
dent W. H. Campbell, who has been at the head of 
Rutgers College since 1862, and to whom more than 


any one else the college owes its present prosperity, 
tendered his resignation, which was accepted. The 
reason assigned was ill health. The retirement of 
Dr. Campbell from the Presidency causes a great 
loss to the college, but there is much satisfaction 
expressed that his services are not to be entirely 
lost, as the Trustees have established a new 


chair, that of Evidences of Christianity, 


to which he was unanimously elected. His succes- 
sor hagnot yet beenchosen. The Rev. Dr. W. J. R. 


Taylor, of Newark, a graduate of the college, and 
Dr. David Murray. Ph. D.. of Albany, N. Y., for- 
merly Professor of Mathematics at Rutgers, and 
State Superintendent of Education in Japan, are 
spoken of as the most prominent candidates for 
the position. 


To-day the Alumni flocked in from all directions, 
and the prevailing topic of conversation was Presi- 
dent Campbell's resignation. At the meeting to- 
day a portrait of the Rev. Dr. Vethake, a former 
Professor at Rutgers, was presented to 
the college, and accepted by the President, 
with appropriate remarks. The report of 
the Joint Committee on Alumni Representation in 
the Board of Trustees was presented, but laid 
on the table until the next meeting in order 
to give time for its consideration. At 
the collation in the armory of Geological 
Hall, President Campbell presided and speeches 
were made by Associate Justice Bradley, of the 
United States Supreme Court; the Hon. George M. 
Robeson, and others. Mr. Robeson delivered the 
oration before the literary societies, on ** The 
Infinence of a College.”” The Hon. Ellis A. 
Apgar. of Trenton, delivered the Alumni oration 
on “The College of the Nineteenth Century,”’ 
The literary societies held anniversary meetings in 
their Walls at 5 P. M., and decunnial classes in 
rooms provided in “Middle College.” The 
Junior exhibition took place at the opera- 
house at 7:30 P. M., wita the following 
speakers: Myron T. Scudder, of Upper Red 
Hook, N. Y.; subject, “Evils of Standing 
Armies;’? John Morrison, of Fishkill, N. Y., ‘* The

.» ACCIDENTS CAUSED BY COWS. 


TWO FATAL RAILROAD CASUALTIES—TRAINS 
THROWN THROUGH BRIDGES. 

Towa City, Iowa, June 21.—A wild freight 
train, laden with coal, on the Iowa City Branch of 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern Rail- 
way, struck a cow just on the edge of the first sec- 
tion of the iron bridge across the Iowa River south 
of this city, at 12 0’clock last night. .There were 
two empty flat cars ahead of * the engine, 
and these, striking the frame-work of the bridge, 
swept away and precipitated the first section of 


the bridge into the river. The locomotive tumbled 
down the embankment, which was very steep, and 
the engineer. Job Morton, and head brakeman, 
Pat Malone,: were entombed in the débris. 
Their bodies have not yet been recovered. 
Fireman Kineard crawied out of the wreck badly 
injured. Conductor Williams and his men prompt- 
ly poured water on the flames, which started at 
once, and no fire resulted. The train is very badly 
wrecked, but the loss of life is confined to the 
engineer and brakeman. No blame attaches to 
any one for the accident. 

PirtspusG, Penn., June 21.—A special to the Fost 
from Freeport, Penn., says: ‘‘A serious accident 
occurred here between 4 and 65  o’clock 
this evening. A  west-bound freight train 
on the West Pennsylvania Railroad ran over a 
cow, near Buffalo Creek bridge, throwing the en- 
gine off the track on the bridge, causing the struc- 
ture to fall and precipitating the engine and 
10 cars into the creek. James FE. Repine, 
the engineer, and James Detrich, the fireman. were 
killed. Major Snowden, of Freeport, a passenger, 
was also killed. The three bodies have since 
been recovered. That of the engineer was 
found wedged in the timbers. A brakeman named 
Galiagher made a narrow escape by jumping from 
a boxcar. Repine and Detrich lived at Blairsville, 
Penn.

SHERMAN ON HISTORIES OF THE

letter to Capt. T. H. Lee, of Spottswood, Middle- 
sex County, N.J.: 


HEAD-QUARTERS ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES, } 
WasHINGTON, D. C., June 14, 1881. 
Capt. T. H. Lee, late Thirty-third New-Jersey Volun- 
teers, Spottswood, N. J.: 

My Dear FrRienp: I have your ardent and en- 
thusiastic letter of June 13, and am glad you were 
pleased at my speech at the meeting last week of 
the Society of the Army of the Potomac, at Hart- 
ford, Conn. I believe we conquered the rebellion, 
and made possible the grand development our 
country is already experiencing; and I believe we 
ought to write its history, and not allow those who 
surrendered to write their old worn-out theories, 
and impose them on strangers as a truthful ac- 
count of what they could not help. We must 
speak and write, else Europe will be left to infer 
that we conquered not by courage, skill, and 
patriotic devotion, but by brute force and by 
cruelty. The reverse was the fact. The rebels 
were notoriously more cruel than our men. We 
never could work up our men to the terrible 
earnestness of the Southern forces. Their mur- 
dering of Union fugitives, burning of Lawrence, 
Chambersburg, Paducah, &c.,. were all right in 
their eyes, and if we burned an old cotton gin or 
shed it was barbarism. I am tired of such per- 
version, and will resist it always. Truly your 
friend, Z W. T. SHERMAN.

NO QUORUM OF THE REPUBLICAN 
CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 
ORDERS FROM ‘‘ HEAD-QUARTERS’’ OBEYED 
AND A DISCUSSION OF THE SENATORIAL 
QUESTION AVOIDED — THE sQUABBLE 


OVER THE TINSDALE MATTER, 


Last evening was the regular meeting night 


of the Republican Central Committee, but it was 
not advertised, as is the time-honored custom. It 
was said, however, that notices had been sent to 
each of the 272 members that a meeting would be 
held in the usual place of assembling—Republican 
Hall, Broadway and Thirty-third-street. One of 


the matters to be brought before the Executive 
Committee was the expulsion of Edmund G. Tins- 


dale from the Ninth Assembly District Association 
in April last, and a possible subject to be 


agitated in the General Cémmittee, following the 
meeting of the Executive Committee, was the 
Senatorial contest in Albany. The latter was per 
haps the subject which a number of members- 


wished to avoid, and it was said by those who 
generally state facts that peremptory orders had 


been received from ‘“‘head-quarters” to prevent 
if possible a meeting of the General Committee. 
“*Head-quarters,” it was understood, is any 
place where Vice-President Arthur may be 
found. At 8 o’clock last evening Republican 
politicians gathered on the sidewalks and stair- 


ways of Republican Hall, while about 100 members 


of the committee were within. The Executive 


Committee was called to order by Police Commis- 
sioner Joel W. Mason. Athis left sat the Secretary, 
Police Justice Solon B. Smith. Thosein the door- 
Ways and some of those on the floor of the 
hall openly boasted that there would not 
be a quorum when the General Commit- 


tee was called to order, Ex-Congressman 


John D. Lawson called the attention of the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee to the fact 
that it was the proper time for the sub-committee, 
composed of Messrs. Ernest Hall. Charies N. 
Taintor, and Judge J. C. J. Langbein, appointed 
to investigate the expulsion of Mr. Tinsdale from 
the Ninth District Association, to make a report. 
Mr. Tinsdale, it may be remembered, was expelled 
from his district association on April 4 for acts 
growing out of his opposition to the appointment 
of ex-Alderman Jolm W. Jacobus, President of 
the association, as United States Marshal 
for the Southern District of New-York. 
Among those in the hall were Police-Justice Gard- 
ner, Col. Charles S. Spencer, ex-Alderman Gedney, 
Col. Michael Burns, Robert G. McCord, ex-Alder- 
man Ebrhart, Alderman Finck, Elihu Root, Col. 
George Bliss, ex-Alderman Bernard Biglin, Victor 
eee, Charles N. Taintor, and E. G. Tins- 
ale. 

After Mr. Lawson had asked for the report 
in Mr. Tinsdale’s case, Col. Bliss seeing that there 
was to be much ora to the motion 
said he was happy in the belief that after the State 
Convention the present General Committee would 
be wiped out, and a committee composed of dif- 
ferent material would take its place. Col. Bliss 
added that in his opinion the matter should be 
sifted then and there, and hinted that the Chair- 
man, Commissioner Mason, might know why the 
report was held back. The Chairman called 
upon Col. Bliss to repeat his words, and then 
replied that the Colonel was guilty of a 
gross piece of presumption in making such a 
statement, as he knew nothing of the reasons 
for the absence of the report. He thought it about 
time that the matter concerning Mr, Tinsdale’s ex- 
pulsion should be fairly examined, and spoke of 
the Ninth District Association as one where a new 
pm aye pe in. politics of the ** go-as-you-please”’ 
style had been in vogue. Ex-Alderman Gedney in- 
sisted that Mr. Lawson was out of order. and 
called for a ruling from the Chair. Then 
Col. Mason read Mr. Lawson’s_ resolution 
demanding that the report from the sub- 
committee be presented. ry. Lawson was de- 
clared in order, and as he again strove to urge the 
pone of the resolution, he was again interrupted 

y Col. Spencer and ex-Alderman Gedney with 
“Trise to a point of order.”” Col. Spencer said, 
sadly, that Mr. Lawson was making an unjustifia- 
ble attack upon the Ninth District Association, 
and the ex-Congressman shouted that he could 
prove all that he might say against 
that organization. <A slur had been cast 
upon Mr. Tinsdale, and he wanted that 
made plain and removed. Messrs. Spencer 
and Gedney continued to break in upon Mr. Law- 
son’s utterances, and the wrangle was noisily in- 
creasing. Col. Spencer again mournfully referred 
to Chairman Hall, of the sub-committee, saying 
that his absence might be due to sickness or other 
painful causes, but the Colonel’s speech was derid- 
ed. He asked that the matter of the Ninth District 
Association go over until the next meeting. 

Col. Bliss said it was plain that the opposition to 
the presentation of the report were determined, if 
possible, to delay it until after the primaries, and he 
sounded the gentle warning again that the State 
Convention would obliterate the present General 
Committee. Then Col. Spencer offered as asub- 
stitute to-Mr. Lawson's resolution that the presen- 
tation of the report should be delayed until a 
special meeting might be called for Friday night, 
and once more the Colonel’s remarks produced 
smiles all around. Mr. Lawson, indignant at being 
trifled with, denounced Col. Spencer’s substitute 
as a mere subterfuge. Col. Bliss seconded Col. 
Spencer’s substitute that the meeting should be 
held on Friday night of this week, which was 
adopted. The Executive Committee then ad- 
journed. 

Ex-Senator Lent called the General Committee 
to order, and directed the Secretary, Justice Smith, 
to call the roll. Broad smiles played over the 
features of the anti-Administration men. Those in 
the doorway drew back further toward the 
staircase, and those on the _ staircase 
crowded further toward the street. The 
crowds on the sidewalks chuckled. Although 
at this time fully 100 members were in 
the hall only 35 answered to their names, a quorum 
being 68. ‘* Bob” McCord poked his neighbors with 
a cane, and plesantry wasindulgedin. Just as the 
Chairman had said ‘‘no quorum being present, the” 
— Mr. Lawson shouted that as there was without 
doubt a quorum in attendance, he moved that the 
doors be closed and the roll again be called. 
He was positive, he said, that there were 
many gentlemen in the hall who had not answered 
when their names were called. All attempts to 
bull-doze Mr. Lawson were fruitless. His voice 
was heard above the din, and he commanded the 
attention of the Chairman. 

Ex-Alderman Gedney demanded that the yeas and 
nays be called upon Mr. Lawson’s motion to have 
the roll called. After more excitement the Chair- 
man called upon the Sergeant-at-Arms to sup- 
press a little man who was wildly gesticulating 
and roaring, but the Sergeant-at-Arms was absent. 
The little man spent his fury and resumed his seat. 
The calling of the yeas and nays was then pro- 
ceeded with. 4 

Col. Bliss, in asking to be excused from yot- 
ing, said that he was well aware that or- 
ders had been issued by those in authority 
to prevent a meeting of the General Commit- 
tee last evening. He reiterated what he had 
said about the State Convention’s attitude toward 
the General Committee, and said that he, for one, 
would work to have the present General Commit- 
tee wiped out of existence, and would endeavor 
to establish a reorganization of the party in this 
City. The meeting refused to excuse him from 
voting, and he voted ‘“‘ aye.” 

Col. Spencer, when asked to be excused from yvot- 
ing, said that the Chairman had no right to imprison 
the members while the Sergeant-at-Arms was hunt- 
ing from Spuyten Duvyil to the Battery for 
mere members than he had to order that their 
throats should be cut. He withdrew his request to 
be excused from voting, and voted ‘‘ No.” Then 
Elihu Root wanted to know how Mr. Taintor had 
voted, and after a little war of words Mr. Tain- 
tor said that he had voted “ No,” although the Sec- 
retary had not recorded his vote. 

Mr. Lawson asked how ex-Alderman Gedney 
voted, and the Secretary replied that he 
had voted in the negative. The ex-Alder- 
man and the ex-Congressman were about to 
indulge in some unpleasant talk, but were checked 
by the Chairman. The result of the vote was said 
to be 17 for the motion and 82 againstit. The 
Chairman then announced that, no quorum being 
present, the meeting stood adjourned. This action 
wiped out the vote of the Executive Committee for 
a meeting on Friday night, and none will be held 
until September unless specially called. 
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AGAINST CONKLING AND PLATT. 

The Administration Republicans of the Sixth

ROBBING THE DEAD.

GEN. SCHOFIELD’S ATTEMPT TO SEIZE THE 


LAURELS OF GEN. THOMAS. 
Gen. James B. Steedman, in the Toledo Northern Ohio 
Democrat. 
Robbing a grave of a body is a light crime 
compared with stealing the honors which rightfully 
belong to a dead illustrious patriot and soldier. The 


letter of Gen. J. M. Schofield, claiming that he sug- 


gested changes in the battle of Nashville which 
were adopted by Gen. George H. Thomas, surpass- 
es in cheek and falsehood all the absurd lies about 
the war we have everread. Schofield’s claim toa 
part of the laurels that encircled the brow of the 
grand old “Rock of Chickamaugua’”’ makes the 


self-lauding fiction written by Gen. Sherman a 
modest production. There are four living witness- 


es—Gens. Wood, Smith, Wilson, and Steedman— 
who were in the councll of war held in the St. 
Cloud Hotel, in Nashville, presided over by 
Gen. Thomas, all of whom can testify that 
Gen. Schofield states a deliberate  false- 
hood when he says that, as the ranking 
officer next to the commanding General, ho waived 
his right to speak last and promptly sustained Gen. 
Thomas. The truth is Gen. Schotield did not 
speak at all until all the other Generals had given 
their opinions, and then only said he would obey 
orders. Gen. Thomas knew three days before the 
battle of Nashville that Schofield was playing the 
part of Judas, by telegraphing to Gen. Grant at 
Washington disparaging suggestions about the 
action of Thomas, saying in one dispatch: ‘“‘Itis 
the opinion of all our officers with whom I have 
conversed that Gen, Thomas is too tardy in moving 
against the enemy.” It was known toa number 
of our officers that, pending the battle, which 
was postponed for several days by Thomas 
because our army could not move on 
account of the earth being covered with 
ice for miles around Nashville, prodnced 
by a heavy rain freezing as it fell, Schofield was 
intriguing with Grant to get Thomas relieved in 
order that he might succeed tothe command of 
our army as theGeneral next inrank to Thomas, 
Tne character of Schofield as an ambitious, un- 
scrupulous intriguer caused suspicion to fall upon 
him as the person who was disparaging Gen. 
Thomas at Washington, and he was watched and 
exposed to Thomas asa deceitful, unfaithful su- 
bordinate, who was engaged ina plot to relieve 
and disgrace his commander, the ablest, most hon- 
ored, and dearly loved soldier of the Army of tke 
Cumberland. It was Major-Gen. George H. Thomas 
who planned and fought the battle of Nashville on 
his own plan, and Gen. Schofield had nothing to do 
with orginating or modifying that plan, nor did his 
command participate actively in the battle. Scho- 
field’s command, the Twenty-third Corps, a mag- 
nificent body of gallant soldiers, was in reserve, did 
very little fighting in the battle of Nashville, and 
suffered but a trifling loss in the engagement. The 
infantry forming our line of battle was under the 
command of Gen. A. J. Smith, who commanded 
the right; Gen. Wood, who commanded the cen- 
tre, and Gen. Steedman, who commanded the left. 
The right was protected by our cavalry under the 
command of the gallant Gen. Wilson. Gen. Scho- 
field was ordered by Gen. Thomas to eupport Gen. 
Smith with his command, and while in the execu- 
tion of the order a portion of his command was en- 
gaged and lost a few men. 

We were not in thge-battle of Franklin, but we 
know from the stat®ments made to us by hundreds 
of soldiers who were in that battle that it was 
Gens. Stanley and Cox who commanded the troops 
in the field, while Gen. Schofield, who now seeks to 
rob the brave and skillful officers who were with 
the troops and commanding them of the honor 
due them, was on the north side of the Harpeth 
River, two miles from Carter’s Hill, where the hat- 
tle was fought. 1t was an intrepid, heroic Ohio 
soldier—Gen. Opdyke—who, seeing the peril of our 
troops when the rebels broke through our lines, 
ordered his men with the bayonet to drive 
back the enemy, gallantly led them to execute 
his orders and saved the army. Stanley was 
badly wounded in the fight. Cox, although ex- 
posed to the balls of the enemy, nobly did his duty 
and escaped unhurt. Opdyke. who was promoted 
for his heroism, passed the ordeal unscathed. Dur- 
ing the whole of the terrible bloody fighting of the 
battle of Franklin, the nominal commander, the 
officer who had the right to command by virtue of 
his rank, and who would have been personally in 
command if he had not been an exceedingly cau- 
tious man, comes forward now and claims to be 
not only the hero of Franklin, but the wise and 
able General whose suggestions gave victory to 
Gen. Thomas’s army at Nashville. 

In the name of the grand hero who sleeps in his 
honored grave, we protest against the recognition 
of the false, infamous claim of Schofield, whom we 
brand as the slanderer of both theliving and dead 
soldiers of the Army of the Cumberland. We do 
not say that Schofielais a rank coward, but we 
can, from personal knowledge, safely stato 
that he possesses the ‘‘rascally !virtue called 
caution” in an eminent degree. We know 
from remarks we heard him make at Chattanooga 
that he envied and hated Thomas because the 
soldiers loved and honored him. The ambition of 

. Schofield was boundless, and his military career an 
utter failure. He may have been under fire, but 
he was never exposed to the balis of the enemy to 
our knowledge, and we served under him for some 
time. He had several opportunities while we were 
under his command to get in range of the bullets 
of the enemy, but we never knew him to be reck- 
less enough to expose his carcase to the fire of the 
rebels.

URS. POND SUBMITTED TO A CROSS. 
EXAMINATION. 

PASSING THROUGH THE TRIAL WELL—RE- 
TORTS TO COUNSEL’S QUESTIONS WHICH 
CAUSED APPLAUSE—GOING OVER HER 
STATEMENT AGAIN—MAJOR POND TELLS 
THE HOUSEKEEPER’S STORY. 


Boston, June 21.—The prospect of a search- 
{ng cross-examination of Mrs. Pond was the special 
attraction at the hearing of the Pond divorce suit, 
in the Supreme Court, to-day. In consequence, 
the attendance was large. The examination was 
close, as was expected, but Mrs. Pond passed 
through it well. Her answers were prompt and 
explicit, and more than once she resisted some of 
the most pressing questions with a spirit that went 
far to warrant the admiration which, she said in her 
testimony yesterday, Col. Goddard expressed when 
he heard her criticism of the Spanish Students’ 
Company management in Vermont, that she was 
a plucky little woman. Tke persistency of her 
husband’s counsel several times drove her into 
angry tears, but she answered back with her sharp 
woman’s tongue, in spite of the gentle admonitions 
of the court to confine herself to answers to the 
question. At one time, when hard pressed witha 
teading question concerning her,relations with Mr. 
Jones, with the object to shake her testimony as 


to the propriety of those relations, she retorted: 
*“No man but you, Mr. Morse, ever wrote to 
me to meet me on the street at 7 o’clock in the 
evening’’—a shot which provoked applause in the 
court-room. To questions, also, as to whether or 
not Mr. Jones had urged her to abandon a defense 
in the case, she sharply turned upon the counsel 
with the retort: ‘You, Mr. Morse, are the only 
person who Has advised me to abandon a defense, 
as your letters will show, and as the interview 
which you have unsuccessfully sought with me 
also shows.” 

Mrs. Pond: was on the stand the greater portion 
of the day. - At the opening she corrected some 
statements of yesterday regarding the dates of 
her several marriages and herage. By consulting 
the record, she found that she was 35 years old. 
When she gave her age as 31, the day before, she 
did not mean to falsify. She was not certain then. 

» She would be more likely to be exact about the 
day on which she had a dress made than about 
the day: on which she was born, for she very 
naturally did dot remember that day. As 
to the dates of her marriages, she had 
not thought much about these matters. They were 
not pleasant topics to think about, nor was that of 
her unhappy life. These remarks caused the wit- 
ness to weepa little, and her counsel interfered in 
her behalf, urging that it was hardly fair to press 
such questions too ciosely. Counsel for the libel- 
ant then passed to the question of Mrs. Pond’s re- 
lations with John C. Jones. Mrs. Pond stoutly de- 
nied that these had in any way been improper. 
She never saw the postal-card said to have been 
addressed to her by him with the word *enchant- 
ed” on it, uutil it was introduced in court the 
other day. A letter was put in which the witness 
recognized as written by her before her marriage 
with Major Pond, but the Jones referred to in 
it, she said, was not John C. Jones, but another 
Jones whom she had met at the house of Mr. 
Demetz, in New-York. This letter was. dated 
Elizabeth, July 24, 1878. The principal portion re- 
lated to matters of business between the two and 
to their approaching marriage, and told ‘‘her dear 
boy to keep the little brown jug full and his nails 
cut close.””. Toward the end she wrote that ** Mr. 
Jones was invited here to dine last night, but he 
doesn’t suit this child. He gave me his ideas of 
woman, and when my turn came I gave 
him mv ideas of man. He invited me to dine or 
drive with hina next day, but I gracefully declined. 
He asked my permission to cailon me in Boston, 
where he visited about three times a year. There 
is no fearing that quarter.”’ The letter was signed 
‘Yours, sincerely, Buster.’”’ The witness ex- 

lained that ** Buster” was a nickname her friends 

ad given her and by which the Major frequently 
addressed her. Her friend, Mrs. Demetz, wanted 
to make a match petween herself and this Mr. 
Jones, but she was disgusted with him, and the 
ucquaintance soon ceased. She thought her hus- 
band knew which Jones she meant in the letter. 
As to John C, Jones, he never went anywhere 
alone with her. She never staid in Providence ex- 
cept with her husband when he had company 
there, and she had never been to Rocky Point. 

Concerning her trips from New-York and the in- 
terview with John C. Jones at Providence, she tes- 

tified: ** The last time I came from New-York, be- 
fore going out with the Spanish Students, I think I 
came by boat, in charge of Mr. Weaver and his 
brother, of the Everett House, New-York. Sept. 
16 I came on by boat, accompanied by Mrs. Joe 
Howard. I returned to New-York Sept. 19. Idon’t 
remember Mr. Pond ever putting me in charge of 
Mir. McKeppon on the Shore train. Idon’t knowwhen 
the letter was written to me by Mr. Jones in ra- 
rard to Mrs. Kate Hull. The letter was addressed 
to me in care of Mr. Demetz, instead of the 
Everett House, because Mr. Pond intercepted all 
ny letters. That was the sole reason why it was 
jirected there. I did not show it to my hus- 
cand. He had a very high temper, and had 
always been jealous without cause. The let- 
ter said that he feared Mrs. Kate Hull had 
varried outherthreats to me and more; that she 
probably had made, or would make, a great dea! 
of trouble for me; that she had undoubtedly writ- 
ten to Mr. Pond; thatshe had acted very strangely 
on the street and about him; that he was very 
sorry that anything he had done should reflect on 
me, and he hoped that it would not cause any 
trouble for Mr. Pond andmyself. Ihave always 
been very sorry that I did not speak to 
fir. Pond about it. He has a very bad temper, 
aud is very jealous without cause. He would 
aot listen to any reasonfrom me. I wisbed that 
he knew about it, but suppose that I feared his 
fispleasure. Inthe letter Mr. Jones said nothing 
about any intention of coming to Providence. 
There were no affectionate messages. I tele- 
graphed him to meet me in Providence because I 
wanted to talk about Mrs. Hull, and because I 
thought he might ride with me from Providence to 
Boston, thinking there would be no harm in his 
seeing me in a public car. I did not 
ask him to meet me at my house, 
because in his letter he said he could 
not and would not come there. Mrs. Hull was 
watching his movements, and he would not com- 
promise me to that extent. In the car from Provi- 
dence t> Boston I saw Mr. George Reed, Mr. Mer- 
ritt, and Mr. Prince. Idid not summon them to 
testify because I did not think it necessary to sum- 
mon every oneI spoke to on the train.’”? The con- 
versation with Mr. Jones at Providence was re- 
viewed, but the statements of the witness on the 
direct were not changed thereby. She had not 
seen him since more than once or twice, and for 
&n instant only, in the street. 

Attention was next turned tothe Spanish Student 
company trip. ‘* Mr. Pond,” said the witness, 
“did not provide for my comfort and health onfthe 
concert tour in the north. We staid at third-rate 
hotels, and [’even had to walk to and from the 
concert halls. I was promised at least $100 per 
week and my expenses, which I did not receive. 
On that tour we gave 32 concerts. I told Mr. Vinal, 
when I informed him that I was unable to go 
further, at Montpelier, that I had only a five- 
dollar pocket piece and $1 more. He said Mr. 
Pond had all the receipts.” Mr. Morse here asked 
the witness a question which caused her to ex- 
vlaim, ** Mr. Morse, Ithink you might spare me a 
little and not be so impudent. I attended no re- 
seption in Monteplier.” Mrs. Pond broke down in 
tears and her examination was temporarily sus- 
pended. She soon resumed, however, and testified 
to her trip abroad with Major Pond, when he took 
Mr. Talmage on a lecture tour, but no essential 
points were made. With the close of her testi- 
mony the respondent’s counsel rested. 

Major Pond was then called in rebuttal. He tes- 
tified that on coming to Boston Sept. 5 he went 
to No. 619 Tremont-street and saw Mrs. Downing, 
the housekeeper, who told him that she had re- 
ceived a telegram from Mrs. Pond the previous 
evening, but she did not get home until 
nearly noon. Subsequently Mrs. Downing 
came .to the witness. She feared she had 
made a mistake in telling him; that she had no 
other place to lay her head, and she feared to tell 
all she had seen. He assured her that she would 
aot be harmed, and need not fear to tell the truth. 
She then repeated that Mrs. Pond drove upinacar- 
tiage just as she (Mrs. Downing) was getting dinner, 
the day after she had received the telegram direct- 
ing that supper be ready for her return that evening. 
Major Pond denied that any letter received by him 
from his wife before their marriage made any ref- 
erence to Mr, Jones, or that any special reference 
was made to him in their conversations. He was 
only introduced to Jones three or four days before 
he Jeft Boston July 13 to go to New-York. He 
further denied that there was any such serious ill- 
ness as Mrs. Pond had asserted she suffered on her 
return to Boston from Vermont. He did not tell 
Mrs. Pond that he would condone her unfaithful- 
ness if she would leave her family. “If the world 
were bullion and Icould have it I would not make 
such a proposition to her,” he said. 

Mr. N. A. Appollonio, City Register, produced 
the marriage certificate of Miss Stone and Mr. 
Blanchard. This was offered as evidence of Mrs. 
Pond’s age. Objection was made and a long argu- 
ment followed. Judge Field finally said that it 
was of no consequence whatever, and therefore he 
admitted it. The certificate was dated Oct. 21, 
1865, and Miss Stone’s age was given as 19. 

Mr. Vinal, Treasurer of the Spanish Students 
Company, was recalled and testified that Mrs. 
Pond was given the best accommodation on the 
trip. That he paid her between $90 and $100 
on the train before she reached Montpelier, be- 
sides paying all her expenses; that he did not tell 
ber that he had sent all the money to Major Pond 
and so could not pay her; that she did not ask for 
any money at Montpelier, and that her general 
\eaith appeared good. 

The case will probably be finished to-morrow.

THE SUICIDE OF E. 8. FEARING.

STORY OF A LIFE OF DISSIPATION AND ITS 


RESULT. 


The Auburn Advertiser of Monday gives 
some interesting particulars of the suicide of 
Edward 8. Fearing in that city on Sunday night. 
The father of the deceased, Mr. C. N. Fearing, is a 
resident of this City, and was formerly President 
of the Auburn Woolen Company. Young Fearing 
was & wild and reckless youth, much addicted to 
drinking, and he gave his parents a great deal of 
trouble. He went to Auburn about eight years 
ago, and was given a lucrative position in the 


office of the Woolen Company, his father, in addi- 
tion giving him a regular monthly allowance. For 
a time he frequented the best society of Auburn, 
but his dissolute habits soon debarred him from 
the social circle in which he had first moved, 
and his downfall then was very rapid. He 
married Miss Adele Carpenter,‘ and soon 
after lost his place in the mill on account 
of his frequent dissipations, but his father made 
him a generous monthly allowance, and he and his 
wife lived apparently happy in their house at No. 
2% Grant-avenue. But domestic happiness could 
not wean him from his besetting vice, and he sank 
lower and lower in the social scale, until he had 
but few friends left whom in his betterdays he 
would have cared to acknowledge. Lately, some 
of the most prominent citizens of Auburn have 
been annoyed by: the receipt of arinonyous let- 
ters, and quite an excitement has been created on 
account of them. A correspondent of the Syracuse 
Herald, in a recent letter, accused Fearing of being 
one of the authors of these letters, and this accu- 
sation seems to have weighed heavily on his 
mind, which had been weakened by years of ex- 
cessive drinking. He made a visit to this City, and 
his father, it is said, furnished him with the neces- 
sary funds to begin a eg against the 
paper which printed the charge. It is also 
alleged that the father, who had borne patiently 
with him for years, said to him in the heat of his 
anger, thatif he had not been a coward he would 
have shot himself long ago. On Sunday afternoon, 
Fearing, with his wife and children, went out rid- 
ing. He was morose and sullen, and on his return 
he went to Barto’s drugstore and purchased a 
dram ;of morphine. Mr. Barto, after he left the 
store, sent word to his wife that he had purchased 
the morphine,and Fearing returned home soon after 
she received the message. At about 9 o’clock Fear- 
ing drew a pistol and attempted to blow his brains 
out, but was prevented by his wife, who wrested the 
weapon from him. Mrs. Fearing then ran for Dr. 
Sprague, who lives but a few rods away, and who 
always had a great influenee over her husband. 
She returned with the Doctor in afew minutes, but 
during her absence, Fearing had taken about three- 
quarters of the morphine, having previously dranka 
intof strong brandy. He had eaten nothing dur- 
ng the day, so that the action of the drug was ac- 
celerated by lack of nourishment. In 15 minutes 
the unfortunate man was unconscious, and all ef- 
forts to revive him proved unavailing, and at 4 
o’clock yesterday morning he died. Just before 
losing consciousness Fearing said: ‘‘I did not write 
those letters. Celia Davis wrote them.” He lefta 
letter for his father, in which he wrote: “I am 
not the coward that youthink Iam. God forgive 
me. ITaminnocent.” Fearing had attempted sui- 
cide once before, on May 15, when he took half a 
dram of morphine. Onthat occasion, after being 
restored, he solemnly promised Dr. Sprague that 
he would never repeat the attempt.

DR. HAMMOND'S INVESTMENT. * 


A SUIT TO RECOVER THE VALUE OF WORTH- 
« LESS STOCK. 

* The Wyandotte Silver Mining Company of 
Nevada is one of the many corporations that own 
unproductive lands in the West. Dr. William A. 
Hammond purchased 1,000 shares of the capital 
stock of thiscompany. He is now suing Mr, Alvin 
J. Johnson, the publisher, to compel the latter to 
take the shares off his hands, and to requite him 
for having taken and held them since September, 
1879. In his complaint Dr. Hammond says that on 
Sept. 19, 1879, he purchased from Mr. Johnson 1,000 


shares of Wyandotte stock, paying therefor $3,500, 
or $8 50 per share. To induce him to make this 
purchase, he says, Mr. Johnson told him that the 
shares were owned by a Col. Robbins, who was 
financially embarrassed, and had to sell them; that 
the price at which they were offered was two- 
thirds of their value; that the investment was a 
good one, asthe mines would be in operation in 
the Spring of 1880, and that he (Johnson) was de- 
sirous to do him (Dr. Hammond) a favorasa friend, 
as well as to assist Col. Robbins. In May, 1880, 
the complaint continues, Dr. Hammond learned 
that the representations made to him by Mr. John- 
son were false; that Col. Robbins did not own the 
shares at the time of their sale, but they were 
owned by Mr. Johnson, to whom they had passed 
on Robbins’s failure to pay a loan of less than 
$3,500; that the stock was not a bargain, and had 
no market value, and that the mines could not be 
operated, because there was no water near them, 
and the company had no money to bring the water 
from afar; and that the mines had not been oper- 
ated, and no effort to operate them had been made 
up to the date of the complaint. The claim of the 
complaint is for $3,500, with interest from Sept. 
19, 1879. In his answer Mr. Johnson says that for 
some months prior to Sept. 19, 1879, Col. Robbins 
borrowed money from him on the security of 
1,000 shares of Wyandotte stock, the arrange- 
ment being that Robbins could redeem the shares 
within a certain period by paying $3,000. Dr. 
Hammond applied to him (Johnson) for infor- 
mation about the Wyandotte mines, saying that he 
was negotiating with Col. Robbins respecting the 
1,000 shares. Johnson then told him the shares be- 
longed to Col. Robbins. He was anxious that Rob- 
bins should get more than $3,v00 for the shares, be- 
cause he believed they were worth more, and he 
wanted Robbins to have something after paying 
him the $3,000. The answer denies all the allega- 
tions of deceit and false representation made in 
the complaint. The trial of the case was begun 
yesterday afternoon, before Judge Potter and a 
jury, in the Supreme Court, Circuit. For the plain- 
tiff, Messrs. William A. Beach and Chauncey B. 
Ripley; for the defendant, Messrs. Joseph H. 
Choate and Payson Merrill.

The fourth day of the meeting at Sheepshead 
Bay was very successful, as there was a large at- 
tendance of spectators. The distinguishing feature 
of the day was the slaughter of the favorites, and 
their backers felt very blue, for they had received a 
severe set-back: on Saturday. The mutual pools 
paid well: On the first race, $26 25; the second, 
$35 35; the third, $82 60; the fourth, $21 70, and 
on the fifth, $9 35, 

THE THREE-QUARTERS. 

The initial event of the day was a free handicap 
sweepstakes Of $15 each, if not declared out, with 
$500 added, the second to receive $75 out of the 
stakes; three-quarters ofa mile. This brought out 
a great field of 18 starters, including Vici, Buster, 
Rosalie, Jack of Hearts, L. B. Sprague, Sir Walter, 
Saunterer, John Harper, Erasure, Wyandotte, Sin- 
bad, Oden, Marchioness, Monopoly, Hermit, Char- 
ley Bader, Charley Ross, and Charley Gorham. 
Of this lot, Oden, notwithstanding that he 
was carrying full weight, was the favorite, 
and in the pools brought $60, while Saun- 
terer brought $50, Wyandotte $50, Gorham $45, 
and the field, consisting of 14 horses, $200. They 
were promptly mustered at the quarter pole, and 


at the third attempt they were sent on their jour- 
ney to an indifferent start, Rosalie and Vici being 
in front. Along the back stretch Vici took the 
lead, and at the half-mile pole was a length in front 
of Jack of Hearts, with ee ague third, Wyandotte 
third, and Saunterer fourth. .On the lower turn 
Vici gave it up and Rosalie leda length, with 
Wyandotte second, Oden coming very fast into the 
third place. When they got into the home 
stretch, Wyandotte began to quit and received the 
whip, and it looked as though Rosalie would win 
when Oden came witha rush on the outside and 
won by aneck inthe fast time of 1:15, Rosalie 
second, a length before L. B. Sprague, with Sir 
Walter fourth, Wyandotte fifth, Hermit sixth, 
Saunterer seventh; Charley Bader sulked and 
was left at the post. 


THE SURF STAKES, 


- The second race was the Surf Stakes for 2-year 
olds, $25 each, play or pay, with $1,000 added, the 
second to receive $100 out of the stakes; five fur- 
longs. Of the 65 nominations 9 sported colors, 
including George L. Lorillard’s Memento, Rambler, 
and Vanguard, Pierre Lorillard’s Gerald, August 
Belmont’s Olivia, D. D. Withers’s chestnut colt by 
Stonehenge and Duplex, Dwyer Brothers’ Onon- 
daga, and KE. V. Snedeker’s Yorkshire. Gerald hav- 
ing won the Foam Stakes, he was obliged to carry 
7 pounds extra, and whether he could do this and 
defeat such an excellent field of youngsters was 
a question which puzzied many astute bet- 
ting men, as Memento ran him so close in 
the Foam Stakes. Tne friends of Onondaga 
were not discouraged by the poor show he 
made in the above-named race, and backed 
him stiffiy. The betting was therefore very excit- 
ing, Gerald bringing $310, Onondaga $300, George 
Lorillard’s trio $110, Withera’s pair $110, and the 
field $50. The start was a bad one for the favorite, 
for he was in company with Yorkshire in the rear, 
while the Stonehenge colt was in the front, with 
Onondaga second. ‘Che Julietta colt kept his lead 
to the half-mile pole, when he was half a length 
before Onondaga, who was the same distance 
in front of Memento, with Olivia fourth. 
As they came around the lower turn, the 
Stonehenge colt parted company with Onon- 
daga and led him a length, while Memento fell 
back and Olivia ran into the third place. Onon- 
dagathen made play again, and, challenging the 
Julietta colt, headed him at the three-quarter pole, 
while Memento had also run up and was lapping 
the other two. On the home stretch Onondaga 
had the best of it, but the Julietta colt had plentv 
of speed left in him and nipped Onondaga on the 
post, winning the race by aneck; Onondaga sec- 
ond, a length before, Memento, third, Olivia fourth, 
and Gerald fifth, The time was 1:0344, a very fast 
race. 
THE MILE AND FIVE-EIGHTHS, 


The third race was a handican sweepstakes of 
$50 each, $10.forfeit, $500 added, the second to re- 
ceive $150 out of the stakes; one mile and five fur- 
longs. This brought out a fine field of six contest- 
ants, including Irish King, Judge Murray, Monitor, 
Scotilla, Outcast, and Sly Dance, and the spectators 
gave the pool-sellers plenty of work in supplying 
their demands. Monitor carried the top weight, 
but notwithstanding this he was a great favor- 
ite and brought $450, Sly Dance $110, and 
the field $150. A good start was effected 
at the first attempt, and Sly Dance immediately 
started oui to make the pace. Reaching the half- 
mile pole, Sly Dance was half a length in advance 
of Scotilla, who was a length ahead of Outcast, 
he two lengths before Irish King. who was a length 
and a half in advance of Monitor, with Murray in 
the rear. Sly Dance kept cutting out the work, 
challenged by Outcast, and at the stand was a 
head in front of him. with Irish King third, Scotilla 
fourth, Monitor fifth, and Murray still last. Out- 
cast went to the front on the turn, but was chal- 
lenged by Irish King, who led him aneck atthe 
half-mile pole. Onthe lower turn Outcast gave it 
up, and the race was left to Irish King and Mon- 
itor, but the latter quailed under his heavy impost, 
Trish King finally winning with ease by four lengths, 
Monitor second, 20 lengths ahead of Outcast, fol- 
lowed by Judge Murray, Sly Dance, and Scotilla, in 
the order named, all pulling up. Time—2:50. 


THE SELLING RACE, 


The fourth contest was a selling race of a mile 
and a furlong, withthe usual allowances, purse 
$500, the starters for which were Dan K., Vagrant, 
Flight, Monaco, Gossip, Warfield, and Victim. The 
betting showed Warfield the favorite at $250, Vic- 
tim selling for $145, Dan K. $85, and the field $115. 
They were started from the furlong pole, at the 
second attempt, on very even terms, but after 
getting under way Vagrant and Monaco darted to 
the front and reached the judges’ stand on even 
terms, a length in front of Warfield, a neck in ad- 
vance of Gossip, fourth, and Dan K. fifth.

WESTCHESTER RAPID TRANSIT. 

The Yonkers Rapid Transit Railway Com- 
pany have made application to the Supreme Court 
to appoint a commission to condemn and av- 
quire the real estate needed for the construction of 
the road. The work was laid out by a Rapid 
Transit Commission last year, and is the shortest 
line between Getty-square, in the City of Yonkers 
and Van Cortlandt Station, on the New-York City 
and Northern Railroad, to which point the Metro- 
politan Elevated cars are now running. It is un- 
derstood that the parties interested in the con- 
struction of this road are ready to build and equip 
it forthwith if the real estate needed for the right 
of way can be acquired at a fair and reasonable val- 
uation. Mr. William Allen Butler, Jr., the attorney 
for the company, is actively engaged in these pro- 
ceedings. The building of this road will open upa 
section of New-York and Yonkers which has hith- 
erto been sparsely populated on account of the dis- 
tance from both the Harlem and Hudson River 
Roads, and it is thought that the value of real estate 


in south-east Yonkers will be materially enbanced 
by the facilities afforded by this road.

DYING A TRAMP’S DEATH.

THE SON OF MAJOR-GEN. ROUSSEAU EXPIRES 


IN A MAINE POOR-HOUSE. 


On Sunday morning, June 6, the engineer 
of atrain on the Maine Central Railroad, as he was 
approaching Topsham, saw what he took to bea 
sleeper lying near the track some distance ahead. 
As he drew near he discovered that the object was 
a man, lying near the rails. He applied the brakes, 
and the train passed the man at a rate of speed 
not faster than an ordinary walk. The train was 
stopped, andthe engineer, running to the depot, 
reported that a drunken man was lying near the 


track. A hand-car was sent outand the man was 
taken to the station, where he gave his name as 
Richard Rousseau. He was a tramp, and 
was severely injured, apparently by being 
struck by an engine. He was taken to 
the County Poor-house, where he soon after died. 
He declared that he was a son of the Union Major- 
General, Rousseau, and said that he had formerly 
been an inmate of Sailors’ Snug Harbor, Staten 
Island. A letter to tne Board of Selectmen of 
Topsham from Thomas Melville, Governor of Sail- 
ors’ Snug Harbor, contirmed his story. Rousseau 
leftthe institution Sept. 16, 1880, without permis- 
sion, and has not been heard of since. He belonged 
to Louisville, Ky., where his widowed mother still 
resides. Whether he was drunk or not when he 
lay down by the track it seems difficult to deter- 
mine. At the Coroner’s inquest Murray, the night 
watchman of the depot, said that he saw him pass 
through at 4in the morning and take to the track, 
but that he saw nothing to indicate that he was 
drunk, but other witnesses testified that when he 
started on his last tramp he was so drunk that he 
did not know what he was doing. In the Poor- 
house he told Dr. Gould that the engine struck 
him, and to Dr. Palmer he said that he did not 
know whether it struck him or not. He was treated 
with every kindness after reaching the Poor- 
house, and everything was done to save the life of 
the son of Gen. Rousseau, but without avail. The 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury was that he came to 
his death from causes unknown to the jurors.

“ Eva Jacobs, an exceedingly clever sneak- 
thief, who has committed a number of robberies in 
Brooklyn during the past two months, was arrested, 
on Monday night, in the house of Mr. John Englis, 
Jr., No.110 Kent-avenuo, Brooklyn, Eastern District. 
She called and inquired for Mrs. Englis. On being 
informed that she was out, the young woman, who 
was well dressed aad respectable looking, said she 


- would wait until Mrs. Englis returned, as she de- 


sired to see her particularly. She was shown into 
the parlor, and was heard moving briskly about in 
afew moments. A servant who was sent to the 
parlor found the visitor in the act of going up 
stairs. Mr. Englis then called a policeman, and 
gave the young ‘woman into custody. At the 
Police station she was recognized from de- 
scriptions furnished by several of her victims. 
When questioned she virtually admitted that her 
object in going into Mr. Englis’s house was to com- 
mit arobbery. Capt. Rhodes, after a long conver- 
sation ;with the prisoner, unhesitatingly pro- 
nounces her one of the most consummate liars he 
ever met. A number of people, who have recently 
been robbed, identified Eva Jacobs yesterday as 
the thief. Her method in all the robberies was 
simiiar. She would first watch a house until she 
saw the wife of its occupier, with whose appear- 
ance shetook care to familiarize herself, go out. 
She would then ring the bell and inquire for the 
lady of the house, and on ndin her 
out would say thdt it was important that she 
should see Mrs, ——, mentioning the Jady’s name, 
and she would wait. Usually left alone in the par- 
lor or reception-room, the industrious Eva would 
appropriate anything vaiuable and easily portabie 
within reach, and then steal away unobserved. It 
is said that within the past two months she has 
managed to steal property valued at about $3,000. 
She refuses to say where she has disposed of the 
stolen property, and when brought before Justice 
Walsh yesterday morning pleaded not guilty. The 
Justice committed her for examination until Tues- 
day next, when at least 20 complaints will be pre- 
ferred against her.
